World Championship Observed Trials Series — Round seven 
Rathmell, Lampkin wage six-hour battle at Calgary

CALGARY, ALBERTA, CANADA, JUNE 10 

Malcolm Rathmell edged out fellow Yorkshire- 
man Martin Lampkin by 4.5 marks for the 
victory in a six-hour battle at the Canadian 
Round of the FIM World Trials Championship 


Series. This win moved him ahead 
of the USA's Bernie Schreiber in 
the current standings. "Barging 
Bernie" almost had the win, but 


a final check of the scoring moved him 
to third spot for the day. World 
Champion Yrjo' Vesterinen finished 
this seventh round in fourth place, but 
still retained his series point lead. 

Sections throughout the 30-mile 
affair were tight; in fact, the one-liners 
couldn't have been put across better by 
a full-fledged comedian. Riders also 
were unimpressed by the section 
markers and the apparent vision of 
some observers. 

The first group, only two sections, 
took the 29-man entry an hour to 
complete. Rastus took the first bit of 
rockery with one and “five’d” the steep 
climb out of section two. Lampkin 
took a two on the first section, and was 
the only rider to manage a three out of 
the second section; everyone else took 
the maximum. Schreiber and 
Vesterinen matched singles on Section 
one, while Marland Whaley went 
clean. 

Whaley was zero and zero on the 
second group, sections three and four. 
Here, Malcolm paused for two and a 
clean. Lampkin got through with a 
one and a clean, as did Schreiber. 


Vesty went for two and five. 

The first four-section group (five 
through eight) was a clean sheet for 
Lampkin and Rathmell. Schreiber 
took but one prod on six, but Whaley 
and Vesterinen took fives here. All 
three were clean on five, seven and 
eight. 

Rathmell doubled up on group four 
with a three-five and three-five. 
Vesterinen took out three more threes 
and a five. Schreiber etched out a 
three and a pair of fives, finishing with 
a three. Marland was nearly 


. impressive here, riding a clean on 


nine, 11 and 12, then stopping for five 
at Section 10. 

At group five (13 and 14), Rathmell 
and, Vesterinen both throttled to five 
and zero, with Lampkin punching in 
three and one, Schreiber two and one. 
Whaley footed twice at 13 and made 
14 a clean. 


Group six was almost a four-section 
disaster for Whaley, taking the 
maximum three times before going 
clean on 18. Vesty took five at 17, a 
dab for 15 and clean rides on 16 and 
18. Bernie grabbed two singles on 16 
and 17, and zeroed 15 and 18. 
Rathmell did the two-step on 15 and 
16 and went three and one on the 
remainder. Lampkin legged out a pair

of threes for 16 and 17, chalking up 
one for 15 and a flawless ride on 18. 

At the next group, riders were met 
by a massive gallery of spectators. The 
four sections (19-22) here featuring 
steep rock climbs and descents, as well 
as some fast-running water. Malcolm 
settled for three, went clean, managed 
a single and then a two. Lampkin 
didn't fare much better with the same 
score, a collection of twos and ones. 
almost matched 
Lampkin, but kept his card clean on 
22 instead. Bernie stayed on his mount 
for three at 19, clean at 20, one at 21, 
but a tree stopped him cold at 22. 
Whaley took the max at 19 and 21, 
riding a nice clean on 20 and making 
two prods at 22. 

The eighth group (23-25) added 
more fives to their scores and to 
everyone's. Martin got three of them, 
while Malcolm, Vesty, Marland and 
Bernie picked up two each. Rastus 
managed a single shot at 23; Whaley 
and Vesterinen got two's, and Scheiber 
went for a three here. 

Four sections were the order of the 
day at group nine (26-29). Rathmell, 
Lampkin, and Schreiber matched 
each on 26 and 27 with singles and 
clean rides. Bernie dived for fives at 28 
and 29 while Rastus scratched for 
three's and Lampkin went three and 
four. Whaley took a pair of fives after 
a two and a zero. Vesterinen also had 
problems with this group, taking a 
three on 26, then forcing a clean, a 
two and one on the remainder. 

Malcolm enjoyed the best rides at 
the 10th group (30-33). He singled at 
30 and 31, taking a three at 32 and 
cleaned up at 33. Marland ditto'd ths 
score and added one at 33. Schreiber 
went down for two more fives, but 





redeemed himself with one and two 
prods at the end of the group. 
Lampkin prodded for threes during 30 
and 31, then left for the last group 
after one and two performances on the 
remaining sections. Vesty scored ones 
at 30 and 33, stayed clean at 32, but 
punched for five at 31. 

Everyone was clockwatching well 
before the last group neared the end of 
the loop, making only short 
inspections before 34 and 35. Whaley 
was best here with a single and a clean. 
Rathmell and Schreiber took three's at 
34, but Bernie went clean on the final 
ride where Malcolm settled for one. 
Vesterinen and Lampkin both fived at 
34, Mart escaped 35 with one prod as 
Vesty scrambled for three. 

As a result of this round, four places 
changed in the World Championship 
title chase. Yrjo Vesterinen retains his 
lead with Martin Lampkin closing to 
within eight poins. But Malcolm 
Rathmell bounced into third spot 
ahead of Bernie Schreiber. Ulf 
Karlson, Rob Shepherd, Charles 
Coutard, Nigel Birkett, and Jean- 
Marie Legeune all remain in the same 
positions. Marland Whaley replaces 
Jaime Subira in 10th spot. Top 
Canadian rider was Wayne Woloschuk 
with 139.4 points and 14th place. ©

George and Honda 
smash Hailwood's 


record

Alex George, picked by Honda as a “stand-by” 
for the injured Mick Grant, stormed to a re- 
cord-breaking clear-cut victory in Saturday’s 
Forward Trust/“Motor Cycle Weekly"-spon- 


sored Formula One race from 
Charlie Williams (Dixon Hon- 
da) and Ron Haslam on the 
other factory Honda. 

From a standing start the Scotsman 
smashed Mike Hailwood’s existing 
Formula One lap record - and then 
went quicker still next time round to 


Isle of Man Senior TT 


lap at a staggering 112.94 mph. 

“This is the race that mattered. I'm 
delighted to have won - and honestly, I 
didn't have any problems. I went 
quick early on because I thought Mike 
Hailwood was fooling in practice and I 
thought that the others, like Charlie 
Williams and Ron Haslam, would be a 
real treat,” said Alex after the race. 


But Hailwood never looked like 
challenging for victory. The’ Sports 
Motorcycles Ducati, though handling 
better in the race after switching ba. 
to last year's frame, was not as fast s 
the Hondas - and after a series . 
problems Mike limped home in fifth 
place. 


"I was outpowered. It's as simple as , 


that. The bike was handling well, but 
I was just short of horsepower," said a 
surprisingly relaxed and cheerful Mike 
later. 

“I know that I tried harder than last 
year, but it jsut didn't work out." 

But lack of pace wasn't Mike's only 
worry. During the race the exhaust 
pipe split - and though that did not 
seriously effect performance, a bigger 
problem followed when Mike found 
that he had lost top gear on the Ducati 
on Bray Hill starting the last lap. 

Struggling on with just four gears, 
Hailwood then discovered the battery 
holder had broken! When thr Ducati's 
engine stopped at Keppel Gate on the 
last lap, Mike did not know the cause 
until he coasted to a standstill at 
Hillberry to invesitage. 

The battery was hanging on by just 
one wire! Reconnecting the ignition, 
Mike restarted but he had lost 
another place to  Nee' Zealand 
newcomer Graeme Crosby (Kawasaki). 

Second place  finisher Charlie 
Williams might well hav; been on 
board the winning Honda if contrac- 
tual difficulties with his oil company, 
Bel Ray, and the Honda factory's 
backer, Shell,had been overcome. 

“Im sorry that we couldn't fix 
things, but I was delighted with David 
Dixon's Honda - and considering we 
only had three laps practice on the 
bike, the result wasn't too bad. 

"After all we might not have beaten 
the works Hondas, but we split them, 
didn't we?" said Charlie, whose new 
leathers gave him circulation problems 
that made his legs ache. 


The closest Charlie ever came to 
catching Alex George was early in the 
race — when the gap was just 24 se- 
conds, but even after two stops for fuel, 
the first a long one taking 75 seconds 
at the end of the third lap - and the 
other a much shorter halt as a 
precaution starting the last lap, Alex 
finished 55 seconds ahead at the flag. 

Third home was Ron Haslam, 
making a much tidier and polished 
performance in second TT ap- 
pearance. He lost third place for a 
while in the middle of the race when 
his Honda had carburetion problems. 

The bike was suffering fuel 
starvation because the carbs were 
emptying their floats on the quick 
sections, but the trouble passed and 
Ron riding swiftly, caught Mike 

tailwoou aga r. 0a the road. 

Mike did not give in easily though. 


Hailwood burns up record book

win, four more than Stanley Woods, on a

And to prove he was the 
rightful victor Hailwood set a 
new Senior lap record in 19m 
51.2s, 114.02 mph. 


Yet this incredible superstar was 
completely relaxed at the end of the 


Heron Suzuki 


RG500 at a record- 


six-lap race. Looking ready for another 
226 miles, Mike the Bike said: "No 
problems at all. The Suzuki was per- 
fect - it went like a dream. I'm looking 
forward to racing it again in Friday's 
Classic.” 

He could hardly believe he had bet- 
tered Pat Hennen's lap record on the 


third round. "I didn't think I had gone 
that fast, but it's good news anyway. 

In second - place was another 
veteran. At 37, two years younger than 
Hailwood, Tony Rutter rode a sound 
race on his RG500 Suzuki - and then 
couldn't remember if he had ever been 
better placed in a Senior race. 

"I'm not sure whether I have been 
second before or not. I'll have to check 
up,” said the Midland motorcycle 
dealer. After a lot of problems during 
practicing, his Suzuki was inten- 
tionally set up on the rich side to make 
sure it lasted the distance. 


Third place eventually went to New 
Zealander Dennis Ireland (Suzuki). 
On only his second visit to the TT, this 
23-year-old moved steadily up the 





The pair swapped places fice or six 
times before Haslam finally managed 
to shake off the Ducati. 

Fourth place went to Graeme 
Crosby taking advantage of Mike 
Hailwood's lap-by-lap catalogue of 
misfortune. But there was nothing 
lucky about the New Zealander's per- 
formance. 

Right from the word go the Kiwi 
showed he had done his homework on 
the circuit. He was sixth, behind 
George. Williams, Haslam, Hailwood 
and unlucky Ian Roberts (Honda) at 
the end of the first lap. 

That first lap was at 108.25 inph, 
but Graeme had not shown his best. 
Starting number 46. Graeme carved 
his way through the pack and the 
Kawasaki rider went round at over 109 
mph on his second lap and got into fif- 
th place just 17 seconds down on four- 
th place man Mike Hailwood. 

Ian Richards, by now, was out of 
the running. The likable Liver- 
pudlian, who had gone all practice 
without a moment's bother stopped at 
Ramsey Hairpin with a broken engine. 

Out, too, were Derek Huxley and 
his sponsor Bill Smith. Derek, on a 
Honda, stopped at Cronk-y-Voddy af- 
ter rebuilding his engine following a 
holed piston in Saturday's early mor- 
ning practice. Bill went out at 
Guthries after losing a lot of oil. 

Early reports said he had crashed, 
but that was not so. All he did was lay 
down the oil for unlucky Alastair 
Frame (830 BSA) to fall on! 

Alastair bruised his leg and out of 
luck too was Stan Woods (Honda) who 
took a dive at the Gooseneck and: had 
to go to hospital by car for treatment 
to a hand injury, when lying seventh 
on the fourth lap. 

A last lap puncture for Tony Rutter 
(Honda) cost him sixth place, allowing 
Roger Bowler (Honda) to move on to 
the leaderboard. 

He finished over two minutes ahea- 
of George Fogarty on the second Spor 
ts Motor Cycles Ducati, who had to 
stop on the third lap at Sulby Bridge to 
remove a damaged megaphone off the 
exhaust. 

Eighth was West German Helmut 
Dahne (Honda) with his Metzeler rear 
tire down to the canvas - and ninth 
was British privateer Asa Moyce 
(Honda) showing out on the track, 
what he thought about the ACU's 
decision to pay him only the basic 
minimum start money. 

Completing the top 10 was Roger 
Corbett (Kawasaki), lapping con- 
sistently at over the ton, but finishing 
12 minutes down on the flying Scot.

AMA Two-Day ISDT Qualifier Series — Round four 
Burleson “King of the Dust" at Trask

McMINNVILLE, OR, JUNE 9-10 


Leaving on the second minute and never look- 
ing back, Husqvarna’s “King Richard” Burleson 
took overall honors in what may have been the 
dustiest Trask Two-Day ever. Visibility was the 


major problem both days, as 
unusually dry soil conditions 
raised clouds of choking dust 
anywhere a wheel was turned. 
The grass-meadow special test re- 
sembled a war zone, with a pall of dust 
that could be seen for miles hanging in 
the still morning air on Sunday. 

For riders in the Qualifier class, 
most of the two 144-mile loops 


presented a dusty trail ride with only a 
few surprises. The major surprise on 
Saturday was a turn that many riders 
missed prior to Check six. Among the 
strayed was Carl Cranke, who lost 600 
route points in that section. Needless 
to say, Carl was among the more 
eloquent in pleading that the leg be 
thrown out. Ted Leimbach (KTM), 
Steve VanWatermeulen (Mai) and 


Dwight Rudder (Suz) also got burnt 
for some points there. 

The major question was, “Had 
enough arrows been torn down to 
invalidate that part of the course?” 
The club had been fighting a running 
battle with course saboteurs both days. 
Nothing could be decided until 
checkpoint coordinator John 
Rothlisberger returned from the far 
end of the loop Sunday afternoon. On 
arrival, he told CN: "My 
recommendation would be to leave the 
section in, Not enough had missed the 
turn to penalize those who did it 
right.” 

The trouble had occurred just after 
riders turned left off a road onto the 
trail. There was a second left just after 
that, and someone had ripped down a 


“W” marker beyond the second turn. 








“I hid in the bushes after fixing the 
*W'," said Rothlisberger, "and I still 
saw people missing the turn." The dust 
was that thick, and the riders were 
that wired. ! 

Saturday took its toll in injuries, 
mostly to legs and feet, although a 
McMinnville-area Suzuki rider, Sam 
Cox, required 13 stitches to close his 
scalp after somehow ramming his 
duckbill up between his helmet and his 
head. 

Kevin Davis, 175cc KTM rider from 
Aspen, CO, broke his left leg just 
above the ankle, in a section called 
"Whiteface." By Saturday evening, 
Kevin was mobile (crutches and soft 
cast) and hanging out in the impound 
area. 

"It (the schedule) was gettin' tight," 
Kevin told CN, “and I looked down a 
minute. Musta’ hit a little rock about 
then, for I went slidin’. The bike came 
after me and caught my leg. I was 
doin’ real well today — I think...” 

Asked how Whiteface got its name, 
Kevin quipped, “It makes your face 
turn white as you ride down it.” In 
terms of schedule, the section between 
Check seven and eight (including 
Whiteface) was the tightest — so tight 
after a relatively easy schedule that 
most of the time lost (among those who 
made the aforementioned turn) was 
lost here. Even normally unflappable 
Dane Leimbach (125cc SWM) 
admitted to going BTTW just to get 
into the check on his grace. 


The first day had been on a “wet 
weather" schedule due to the dust. For 
Sunday (now that everybody knew 
what to expect), the club bumped the 
speed up and put everybody ("Q" and 
"B" rider) on the same timetable. 

Among the first to walk into the 
impound Sunday morning were Gary 
Edmonds, carrying a rear brake 
backing plate and brake rod for his 
prototype 400 Suzuki, and Dick 
Burleson, carrying a fresh rear tire for 
his Husky. Burleson had ridden in on a 
flat, as had Edmonds’ Suzuki 
teammate Randy Martin. Burleson 
was still grinning as he yelled at the 
fence-sitters, “Hey, can I borrow some 
of your weight?” while stomping on a 
particularly uncooperative Dunlop 
5.00 x 17. He made it out of impound, 
comfortably on his minute. 

Martin made it out on his minute, 
too, but not without a certain amount 
of drama. He had slapped a new pre- 
packed tire and tube onto his 400 
Suzuki's rear wheel, only to discover a 
leak. Nothing to do but to strip it 
down and stuff in another tube with 
the seconds ticking away. As his 
minute came up, he ran with is bike to 
the line, started, and pulled out of the 
chute, rear brake rod still dangling. 
Plenty of time to put everything 
together down the trail — maybe. 

Time was important, because 
Martin was still on Gold. Teammate 
Edmonds had gotten his brake 
together and was out on time, but 
would DNF with mechanical troubles. 
Both 400 Suzukis were (literally) 
uncrated at Cal City, and are 
described as “still under development” 
by the Suzuki team. No firm word on 
production. 

Kevin LaVoie, who finished 
Saturday with a slim lead over 
Burleson, changed a rear wheel 
bearing, one eye on the time. For most 
others, the pre-dawn ritual involved 
mostly air-cleaner maintenance and 
dust removal. Carl Cranke had 
embarrassingly little to do — SWMs 
are by far the prettiest motorcycles on 
the circuit this year, and what's more, 
they seem to stay pretty. 

Also noted among Saturday's 
finishers, a pair of TL250 trials bikes, 
ridden by Oregon natives Jay Terry 
and Kent Zimmerman. Said Terry, 
"Ive been riding this in National 
enduros, thought I'd give a qualifier a

try. This stuff is a bit fast for me, 


though..." Both Terry and 
Zimmerman had -signed up in 
Qualifier (not “B”) class, and both 
would finish Sunday, 14th and 19th in 
class, respectively. 

For overall honors, it came down to 
the special tests — run both days on a 
grass-meadow scrambles circuit of 
about two miles lap length. (It might 
have been longer, but four miles of 
marker ‘tape promised by “a major 
manufacturer” didn't materialize.) 
Each rider was to run three laps of the 
circuit, twice each day. As club 
workers related Saturday evening, 
some took three laps, some took two, 
one took one lap, and one masochist 
took four! Times were adjusted 
accordingly. 

In flavor, the special test was old- 
original grass-meadow scrambles, like 


Ol’ Dad used to ride. The dust, 
however, turned it into something 
nearly unreal. One could get an 
inkling of the conditions from 10 miles 
away; a huge brown pall, trailing away 
from the mountainside long before the 
clearing itself, was visible to the naked 
eye. In the meadow itself, it was like 
an old war movie. Bikes would come 
bounding downhill over stairstep 
whoops, and with each bound, a 
literal bomb-burst of ‘dust would 
explode under the wheels. 


Anyone who fell off looked like 
theyd hit a land mine. You'd see a 
giant, boiling shellburst of dust, out of 
which a rider would come floundering, 
trying to scramble clear of the riders 
behind. Then he'd plunge back into 
the cloud to search for his bike, lying 
obscured somewhere in a crater all its 
own. 


LaVoie was spectacular, soaring 
over jumps on a comet-tail of dust; but 
Burleson was faster — fast enough to 
take it by 20 seconds after being four 
seconds down on Saturday. Jeff 
Fredette set fastest time of the day on a 
PE250 Suzuki, turning 397 seconds on 
Sunday's second test. That helped him 
win the 250cc “Q” class with a 1743 
two-days total, which would have been 
good enough for third overall behind 
Burleson and LaVoie. (Fredette was 
the only one to break under 400 
seconds for three laps). 


Cranke took the 350cc “Q” class 
after Brad Skreen dropped 1260 route 
points on Sunday. Don Cichocki took 
the 175cc "Q" class after Saturday's 
leader Mike Rosso dropped by the 
wayside. Jay Riley leapfrogged Dale 
Warmuth in the 250cc "B" class.

Conference with the 


On Wednesday, June 6, Yamaha Motor Corporation, USA hosted a 
press conference at the Queensway Hilton zn Long Beach, CA. There 
the 500cc Road Race World Champion, “King Kenny” Roberts told 
reporters about his season, thusfar, on the '79 World title chase in 
Europe. He opened with an elaborate monologue, then responded to 


questions from the press people. What follows is a 


lzghtly-edited 


transcipt of that press conference with the King. 


"I. guess you're all wondering about 
what's happened this year. I was here 
last year — I felt kind of funny at the 
middle of the year saying that I'm 
going to try to be the World 
Champion and everything...I'm in 
the lead and all that. It hasn't 
happened again this year, and I guess 
the only thing to say is what happened 
up to this point. 

“After the crash in Japan, of course, 
I was a little doubtful that I would 
make Austria — I think everyone was 
a little doubtful that I would make 
Austria. And I really didn't think that 
I would win Austria. I thought that I 
would be about 80%, and I was about 
80%. 

“When I was in Japan testing, the 
Yamaha that I rode I didn’t get much 
time on it, and it was a new bike — the 
new 500 — a little bit different than 
this one: A whole lot different right 
now. It didn't really have the power 
that I thought that we needed, and it 
didn't have the powerband in the right 
places. 

"So, after I crashed, of course I came 
home. Knowing that the bike wasn't 
really what I thought I needed to win 
the races against the Suzukis — 
against the whole team of Suzukis, I 





guess they have five riders or they did 
have before the accidents last week — 
I wasn't sure, so when I went to Europe 
knowing that I had to be 100% 
because I didn't really know how the 
bike was going to be. I didn't know if 
the bike was going to be faster, or if it 
was going to be the same as it was in 
Japan, or whether it would be worse. 

"They surprised me. They rented 
the track just a couple of days before 
Austria just to see how my back would 
react and to see how the bike was and 
get everything worked out. The bike 
was so fast, and it worked so well, I 
didn't really have to work at it. I 
probably used 80% at Austria. 

"I had Ferrari who was zero seconds 
behind me, and I'm not used to that. 
I'm used to seeing plus four, plus five, 
plus six. I kept getting a plus zero, and 
this happened the whole race. Ferrari 
was right on my tail, and I figured it 
was going to be a last lap, last knock 
somebody down for the finish line! It 
was a good race for me because I had to 
ride a steady race at 80%, and Ferrari 
had just enough motorcycle to stay in 
my draft because it's a fast track, it's a 
horsepower race track. But he didn't 
have enough horsepower to pass me. 

"He passed me a couple times in 





traffic, but going down the front 
straight, I just zipped by him because 
in sixth gear the Yamaha seems to go. 
The Suzukis, when they hit sixth gear 
that's as fast as they're going to go. 
They don't go any faster, and the 
Yamaha can pull out of the draft at 
that point. I can see the front forks of 
the Suzuki start dropping. Well, when 
the front forks start dropping, their 
powerband's dropping. I don't know 
if they had it geared too high or what, 
but they definitely didn't have the 
speed that they thought they had at 
the end of last year. 

"So really, when I went to Austria I 
was only 8095, and my back was not 
very strong. I had to be helped off the 
bike. I couldn't bend up for a while, 
and after that it was sort of sore for a 
couple of days, but it's been getting 
better. 

"When I got to Europe, wondering 
all these things: Whether my back 
would hurt me while I was riding — 
which it didn't — whether the bike 
would be fast enough... The bike was 
super, and I'd like to say Yamaha did 
one hell of a job to get that bike to 
Europe, painted and on the race track 
as good as it was. And I rode 80% and 
I didn't have to ride any harder than 
that! 

"Ive got Goodyear...I've got a lot 
more tires now to choose from. I have 
35 different tires for one race, so it's 
kind of tough to pick two tires out of 
35 that you want to race on. Then 
when you get the one you want to race 
on, you find out you only two of 
those! You can't practice too long on 








those because there is not enough 
room in the truck to haul these tires. I 
think we haul about 150 tires to the 


race. So I have a big problem going 
through tires. T 


"Before I went to Europe, the rumor 
was, of course Barry Sheene's the hot 
set-up. He said, ‘Roberts has had a 
good crash now like I have had, and 
he's not going to be 100% like he used 
to be. He's not going to be pushing it 
that far. The Suzukis now are quicker, 
now we have the power, the top end 
power, that we needed so now we are 
ready. And now the Michelin tires are 
as good as Goodyear so we have no 
problems, I feel that I can retain the 
championship — no problem.” 

“Well, he had a rude awakening 
because Michelin is in big trouble 
right now. I could have told him they 
were in big trouble when I saw the 
design of the new tires, but I didn't 
want to. 

“They're going crazy. There’s a 
couple of contracted riders for 
Michelin, Greg Hansford was one of 
them and he was riding a 250 in 
Germany. He looked like a novice 
riding at Salzburg, which is in Austria, 
and when we got to Germany, he still 
looked like an old lady. He went to 
Dunlop — and he gets paid money by 
Michelin, he's a contracted rider — 
and he went to Dunlop and bought two 
tires and four seconds a lap and blew 
Michelin away right there. Well, then 
Barry Sheene went over — he's 
another contracted rider for Michelin 
— and he went to Dunlop. This all 
happened in Italy. - 





“I had a little bit of problem in 
Germany because I didn’t get enough 
practice time because it was raining. 
They have a long straight — it’s a real 
fast track, and it’s a stupid track, I 
don't know, the Germans designed it 
— and they run you down this long 
straight, and then it's sixth gear — it's 
probably 160 mph before you hit the 
first chicane. They used to have a big 
turn there so you would have been 
going 160, probably 170 miles an hour 
turn there with guard rails, and it kept 
going. So, they put a chicane in it 
which made it naturally slower 
because you had to stop. 


"You have to stop while you're still 
leaned over. And it takes a lot of front 
brake and I didn't want to use a lot of 
front brake because that's what 
happened to me in Japan! My front 
tire washed out so I've had kind of a 
...I want a safety margin there. I 
don't want to use the front tire too 
hard because I didn’t want any 
chances of it slipping out. When it 
used to slip out before and I'd catch it, 
it was great. But when it slipped out in 
Japan, and I didn't catch it, it wasn't 
so good. 

"They run you down the chicane 
and they decided that the next back 
straight was too fast, also. So, then 
they put in another chicane and this is 
out in the middle of a bunch of rabbits 
and fields and trees and stuff. And 
you're out in the woods racing and 
then all of a sudden you come down a 
little short straight after the second 
chicane and you come into this big 
dome and there's 120,000 people in 
this big dome and you just come in. 
It’s like coming into a TV show, you 
know, you just ride in and here they 
are. And it was kind of funny. You 
race around the dome a couple of 
times, you have a couple of U-turns 
and back up the straight and back out 
in the woods again. All the people just 
sit and wait until you come back 
around. It's kind of a funny place. 


"Anyway, it's very fast. There was 
one dry practice session and, of course, 
I never rode the 500 at that place. I 
rode the 750 there. But I didn't have 
any dry practice because there was on 
dry practice session and I got four laps 
on the good bike, well not good bike 
— the number one bike — and I took 
out number two bike. Going down the 
long straight, it was fairly new, and 
the 500 is very critical on the piston. If 
it doesn’t have a lot of miles on it, they 
tend to stick because the tolerances on 
it are so close. 

“I have to break-in a 500 to run for 
the GP I have to run, depending on 
how long the course. If it’s a four mile 
course I have to run eight laps at 8,000 
rpm — that’s a lot for a race bike. 
Then I have to run four laps at 9,000. 

“Then I come in and they take the 
barrels and stuff apart, they take out 
any high spots in the pistons, put it 
back on and then I've got to go out 
and run another eight laps to make 
sure they're all right. Then I run it up 
to its 12,000 for two or three laps, and 
they come in and jerk the barrels off 
again and go over and see if there's any 
high spots. 

"So, if you're talking about showing 
up at a race track like we did in 
Germany with a bikethat has not been 
broken in, you're talking about — 
there's four practice sessions of a half 
hour a piece — so you're talking about 
breaking that motorcycle in every 
practice session. You can't race 
because you're not going to qualify 
and you run the bike around at 8,000. 

"We didn't have enough time on it, 
and I wasted enough time trying to 
break it in, anyway, so I jetted it out of 
the pits, off down the back straight, 
and boy when I hit the chicane it 
definitely locked up! I had to walk 
back in about a mile. By that time 


practice was over so we got four laps of 
practice. 

“So, I guessed at everything. I 
guessed at a tire, and we guessed at the 
gear box ratios, and we guessed on the 
shock. I guessed wrong on the tire, and 
I guessed wrong on the gear box ratios 
and I guessed wrong on the shock, so I 
really didn't know really what I was up 
against! 

“I had a tire that I ran last year that 
I knew would probably not make the 
race, would not be consistent the 
whole race. But I knew that tire, when 
it goes away, when the rubber gets too 
worn, it stays. It starts sliding around, 
but that's it. It never wears out, never 
blows up, never does something 
inconsistent, so I had to go with that 
tire. 

"The back brake on the 500, 
because the little engine sets so high 
to keep it from dragging, has a big 
braking problem — not a big braking 
problem, just that it lifts the back 
wheel off the ground. If you use too 
much back brake, you tend to get it 
hopping around. 

"Well, because I'm still leary, and 
this race track is used for cars — they 
use it for Mercedes, they rent the track 


and they use it all the time so it's- 


greasy, it's not my type of place 
because you.can't use the whole track 


— I'm not really tuned into this thing ` 


anyway. 

“So, I'm running about third or 
fourth, at one time I was seventh. I 
worked my way up to second and the 
back tire started going away, or what I 
thought was the back tire going away. 
I knew I was having problems under 
braking, and this track is so important 
on braking. Everytime I used a back 
brake, it was either on or off and then 
it would make the thing wobble. Well, 
I'd be going in the corner and going 
like this — so I thought naturally it's 
the, you know, shut the throttle off a 
little bit and slow down, 'til Barry 
Sheene passed me. Then I got my 
nerve up again, and I started to go a 
little bit better. I caught Barry, and he 
seized up. I passed him down the long 
back straight and, I guess, the next 
chicane he seized up. 

“That sort of put him out of the 
running because that was the second 
time in a row that he didn't finish. I 
quit using the back brake, this was 
about — it was a 30-lap race — about 
10 laps to the end, and I figured out if 
I didn't use the back brake the thing 
didn’t wobble. I quit using the back 
brake, and I was making up three 
seconds a lap on Hartog. I don't know 
if he was getting tired or what.

"I got within one second at the last 
lap — when I came onto the front 
straight 1 was less than a second 
behind him — and I thought, well, 
this is no problem. Down the long 
back straight, I knew in sixth gear I 
could reel him in. If I caught his draft 
it was all over for him because I was 
going to pass him in the last chicane 
and there would be no way that he 
could get back around me. Unless he 
ran off the track. 

"But going down the long back 
straight, it quit! And I thought, 'Oh 
no, it's out of gas, because they 
limited the tanks to 32 liters this year. 
We were pretty worried about gas a 
couple of places. And I'll get into that 
at Italy, but I thought it’s out of gas so 
I wiggled it around, and I said, “Well, 
you know, if I'm going to finish, it's 
going to be rough. I'm going to have to 
nurse it in.' 

"I knew I had a big lead on Ferrari. 
I said, ‘If I go for it, I might win.’ 
Then I said, ‘Well, if I go for it, and I 
run out of gas, I'm going to hate 
myself.’ So I nursed it in, and we got 
second by about six seconds. 

“That was one of the races we could 
have won if the little problems didn't 
happen. Like I said, the bike is good, 
and it's just depending on how I get it 
set up for the race. 

“So then, I get to Italy, and I find 
out we're in a gas problem. They have 
a little gas gauge on the thing; it’s a 
little tube that fits down into the gas 
tank. Well, I'm a racer, and don’t 
confuse me with the facts about little 
stuff like that because I'm going out 
and race. I'm not going to worry about 
a gas gauge. All week they were 
talking about this problem, this 
problem of gas. And I'm going, ‘Oh 
Kel says it's going to make it; if he 
doesn't go faster than practice, it's 
going to make it. No problem.’ 

“And Mike Okawa said, ‘Kelsan, I 
don’t know,’ and he's scratching his 
head, and he says ‘We- must put gas 
gauge on,’ and Kel says ‘No, don't do 
that.’ 

"It finally ended up. with Mike 
saying, "Well, we put the gas gauge on, 
but don't worry about it because I 
know we have enough, but 7f — if the 
light comes on, you have three laps to 
go and it will run three laps.’ Okay, it’s 
not gonna come on. I know we're 
going to have enough, so I'm out 
racing. I get off the line, and someone 
runs right into me ‘cause my bike 
didn't start so good. Someone ran into 
me and knocked me about three feet 
into the right line, so I made up a little 
time there. I got by Hartog, who's a 
fairly good racer. We're going fairly 


good, but Italy's a pretty demanding 
track, and you have to go slow to go 
fast. : 


"I felt that there was no problem 
unles I had a tire problem. Well, 
Michelin, I guess, was having all kinds 
of tire problems 'cause everybody was 
griping about it, so Barry Sheene rode 
with Dunlops and they were — he was 
fast time. 

"By the way, I didn't get out 'til last 
practice because when I went out on 
the good bike to cut some fast lap 
time, I went around the one hundred 
and probably 30 mile corner, which is 
130 miles an hour drag-your-knee- 
under-the-fairing corner. It's not a 130 
mile an hour corner because you can 
take it flat out. You can't take it flat 
out, but it's a 130 mile an hour corner, 
and I see a bike all wadded up three 
hundred yards down the track with 
flags out and skid marks and you name 
it, and Ferrari's laying in the fence. 

"So I thought, oh great, Ferrari's a 
pretty good friend of mine, and I 
thought; ‘Oh man, if there's any 
corner you ever want to fall off in, that 
ain't it The thing threw him down 
and threw him into the guard rail and 
threw him back out on the track and 
threw him into the guard rail again 
and out onto the dirt. They took him 
away to the hospital, and I thought 
‘jeez,’ but he was okay. He wasn’t in 
any kind of danger of kicking off. So I 
didn’t practice, I just came in and 
said, well look — we done enough. 

“They have a good pit system here; 
we come out of an “S” come down a 
short, and here's the pits and there's a 
chicane right here, so you go this way. 
Well, a lot of guys want to go into the 
pits, so the thing to do is to go to the 
outside coming out of this "S," go to 
the outside, hang your leg out so 
everyone knows you're going into the 
pits. So when Ferrari crashed, they're 
still going around at practice. So, Joe 
Smuts over here decides he's going to 
go into the pits when the Japanese 
rider, Kawasaki — who rides for Suzuki, 
I don't understand — decides he's 


* gonna go; he's gonna make this corner 


and this guy decides he's gonna go into 
the pits. So I'm standing there going; 
well, I don't think I wantto practice!' 
You know, bikes are going everywhere! 
So I say, ‘Just load the bike into the 
truck. It's all ready: I just want the 
gear box in second gear changed.’ We 
made our battle plan and went on. 

“We started to race, and naturally, 
I'm going around and I'm racing and I 
have a little tire problem, but not what 
everybody else is having. Tires are to 
the point where they're gonna give up. 

“I don’t care what tire you put on 
the bike, you always seem to be under- 
compounded for halfway through the 
race — always seems to be giving up a 
little bit. It starts sliding around, so you 
have to slow down. If you use a harder 
compound in practice, knowing it will 
make the race, you're a half a second 
off your pace. You don't want to be a 
half second off your pace so you want 
to use this tire because it's okay. It's 
okay for five laps, maybe even 10 laps, 
but then you get into 20 laps and 
everyone has his problem. 

"So, I was a little upset at the tire at 
the time, and I'm racing, and Ferrari's 
catching me! Ferrari got out of the 
hospital, got on the motorcycle — the 
next day's the first time he got on it. 
He lost the front end in the corner. He 
got out of the hospital and got on the 
motorcycle and got second — I could 
not believe it! I just...the guy's 
unbelievable! 

"And Barry Sheene had Dunlops — 
and he got beat by Dunlops — and 
said the tire was no good. The guy who 
got third had them, so he didn't know 
what to say! 

"Four laps from the end, my gas 
light comes on, and I just panicked! It 
came on in the front straight, and I 
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looked, and the lights on, and I went 
“OH NO — Well, Mike says if it just 
comes on once in a while, don't worry 
about it until it stays on all the time. 
Then you have three laps left. 


"I couldn't think then if he said 
three laps or four laps! And I 
wondered what he said because when I 
went by the lap board they just had 
put up four laps. So I went, 'OH 
NO, I got four laps! Did he say it 
would go four laps or three laps?’ And 
I couldn't, I couldn't — I didn't know 
what to do! I said, 'If I stop, I'm gonna 
lose the race, and if I run out of gas 
they're gonna kill mel!’ And I kept 
cussing why in the heck did they put a 
gas gauge on here — let me try to 
make a decision whether to pull in for 
gas or what, you know? 

“At this point, my lap time dropped 
off four seconds right off the bat, and 
Ferrari comes right down within five 
seconds at this point. So the next time 
I went by the pits, I was frantically 
going, you know, ‘The gas gauge is 
on,’ and they knew what I meant. 
They pulled Sarron in, who rides the 
other factory Yamaha, because he 
wasn't doing so good, checked his gas 
and then the next lap hung out a gas 
okay — GO. I got three mechanics 
standing up on the wall going GO GO! 
That was the third to the last lap, and 
I think I cut my fastest time of the 
race. I thought they're on me now, 
they're going to catch me! 

"I didn't have as much of a tire 
problem as I thought I had, because 
when you cut the fastest lap the last 
two or three laps... The last two laps I 
kind of gave up because I knew I had 
eight seconds on him. 

“That was it. I said, ‘No more gas 
gauge — I'm not going to ride with no 
more gas gauge.’ 

“So we get to Spain, and 
everything's great. I probably should 
tell everybody, I told everybody there, 
all the press. I get to Spain and I — in 
Europe you're paid a minimum; they 
have a set minimum of what you get 
paid for start money because they 
don’t pay purse money. 

“The FIM establishes what you 
should get paid as a minimum. Now 
they can pay you more, but you know, 
that's like saying this is $10, this costs 
$10 — but you can give me $12 if you 
want. Naturally, you're gonna pay $10 
for it. And I told them, ‘Why do you 
call it a minimum, why don't you just 
call it a purse?' I said, 'Come on — be 
realistic,” and I told this to the FIM 
guys, and they didn't like it. 

"I went to the organizer. He's 
paying me $1,000 less than what I'm 
supposed to get. It goes on how you 
finish the year before. And they 
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haven't raised this minimum in six 
years. The justification of that was, 
well this year, because there was so 
much screaming about it last year — 
that I did, I guess, I don't know — this 
year we're gonna pay any start that 
you have at the race you ride, It 
doesn't matter if you ride a 250, 500 or 
what, you're supposed to get that start. 
So that means I get my 250 start, 
which I got fourth after quitting 
halfway through the year. I got 
second in the 750, and I won the 500, 
so I'm guaranteed this much money. 

"Well, now all of a sudden, it's a 
$1,000 less. And I said, ‘It’s so chicken 
shit, the amount of money you're 
paying me, I shouldn't be griping.' I 
just said forget about it; but I said it's 
just the principal. 

"Well, FIM said, ‘We don't have to 
pay it.’ I said, ‘What do you mean you 
don't have to pay it? It's right here in 
the FIM rules! You have to pay! They 
said, 'Oh yeah, but we don't want to do 
that; we protested against that.' And I 
said, 'How can you? You know you 
have a race here — a GP — and you're 
supposed to pay this. You say you 
don't have to pay any money. Why 
don't you just pay everybody nothing?' 

"*Well,' they said, 'you know we just 
do what the FIM tells us to do and if 
you don't like it, I'm sorry.’ Well, they 
didn’t say they were sorry. ‘If you don't 
like it, pack it up,’ is what they said. 
And they were pretty rude about it. 


“I get paid nothing anyway, but all 
of a sudden I get paid $1,000 less. 
Why, who's doing all this? I'm tired of 
it. I asked for eight passes, and they 
almost had a heart attack because 
Friday Suzuki was gonna leave because 
they couldn't get passes to get into the 
track. Yamaha — I had them almost 
convinced to leave because they 
couldn't get passes to get into the 
track. And they just won't give 
anybody passes. 

"In Italy I said some English they 
probably never heard! I was screaming 
and yelling, and I was gonna go home. 
They finally gave me four passes. I 
couldn't believe it! I couldn't believe it 
was that much trouble to get four 
passes. So I said, 'Look, let's go home 
and forget about this, 'cause without 
the factories, they ain't got no race!’ 
When they heard me say that, ‘cause 
they were all in the room, the passes 
started flying like wallpaper, just 
everywhere. Who needs a pass? Who 
needs a pass? Anybody standing there 
had one at that time. So, everything 
got smoothed out. 

“Well, I still had a bitch about the 
start money. They said — the FIM 
said — “That's not our problem. We're 
here to discuss this race, and that’s not 





our business.’ I said “Whose business is 
it? We don’t get paid, and it’s not the 
FIM’s business?’ They said, ‘We have 
to pay you just to start on your 500. 
We're giving you 10% more.’ I said, 
‘No, you're not because I'm not taking 
it. I'm not going to be obligated to you 
because you paid me 10% more. You 
paid me less than I should be getting 
now, and you think you're paying me 
10% more. You can take your 10% and 
stick it in your butt!’ And off I went. 

“Everything was jake; they don't 
care. They wouldn't care if I said 
anything because the journalists are so 
tired of everybody griping about it 
that they're not gonna write it down. 
So everything went great. The race 
went on as planned. 

"I didn't have too many problems. I 
had Hartog racing with me for 20 laps, 
and I had — let's see, what else was 
going on — we were lapping a lot of 
people becáuse Spain's a real up and 
down hill, real short course. It's not a 
high speed thing. And a lot of brakes 
and lots of acceleration. And Wil 
(Hartog) was, like I said, we were 
racing. We had been racing 20 laps 
and the race was 30 laps. 

"We guessed on a couple of things. 


. We guessed on the gear box, guessed 


on the tires and we guessed on the 
suspension because I changed it all the 
night before the race and it turned out 
alright — everything was good. 

"Mike Baldwin was third. He was 
catching us %» of a second on a lap, 
and I thought, “Well, I'm racing with 
Hartog, and I'm not really trying to 
get away, but I'm racing hard to stay 
with him.’ And I said, ‘If Mike 
Baldwin comes up, and he wants to 
race, and he catches us, and we're 
lapping people, there's not gonna be 
room on this track.’ I got run off the 
track twice. And I almost hit one guy, 
and I don't know how many guys Wil 
almost hit, ‘cause there's not enough 
room. 

"You know, when you're racing you 
don't shut off and wait for a guy to get 
out of your way 'cause then the other 
guys are 50 yards ahead of you. The 
last 10 laps, Mike got within three 
seconds, and I thought, “Well if you're 
ever gonna make a move, do it now.’ 


"I put Wil in a kind of position — 
just where I wanted him. We were 
coming up on a slower rider, and I 
passed him at that point where he 
couldn't come on the inside of me. He 
had to go around the guy, and his 
line's not going around the guy — his 
line was coming down underneath. So, 
right away I had one second on him. 
And that second he was out of my 
draft. If I race as hard as I can 
through the infield without having any 
kind of advantage on him second-wise, 
or gap-wise, he can make that up. If I 
pull him 50 bikelengths, he can make 
that up in the straight with the draft. 
So I had to get him out of my draft. 
Once I got him out of my draft, I 
pulled a second a lap. I started going 
fast, but I felt the lap times...oh, I 
dropped him down a second a lap and 
the fastest lap was about the sixth, 
seventh from the end again. I had 12 
seconds on him at the end of the race. 
I think once I got about five-six 
seconds ahead — five-six laps, he sort 
of gives up. He knew he had second 
wired, and he knew he wasn’t gonna 
beat me. And his hand was hurting, so 
he gave up. 

“After the race they had this big 
podium where the FIM president sits, 
because he's from Spain — he doesn't 
have any brains. He sits up in this big 
statue-looking thing where they used 
to have the bullfights, I guess, in the 
old tradition. You know, with the flags 
up and the FIM thing and this and 
that. And all his servants and little 
ladies parading around — and they sit 
up there and sip their champagne. 
They have the rostrum where the 


' didnt know what 


riders stand up right in front of them 
— oh, probably 10 feet down so that 
they can overlook this mess that 
they've got here. They sit here; they 
don't get excited. They're the hot set- 
up. 
“Well, when it came time to put the 
wreath on, I said, ‘No, I don’t want it.’ 
In all, there’s probably 100 journalists 
taking pictures, and I never told no 
one what was going to happen. But I 
knew it. 

“I said, ‘No, I don’t want that. You 
can have it.’ And the guy don't speak 
English. And he looks at me puzzled, 
and he says, ‘This is yours.’ I said, ‘No, 
this is yours — I just gave it to you.’ 
And he looks up at the President. The 
President, he don't know what's going 
on yet either, and this guy — all the 
people are waiting for me to put on the 
wreath and they have all these trophies 
and there's a big gold plaque. I mean, 
they give super stuff away, and he 
goes, ‘but...but...this.’ And I went, 
‘Oh, that? You can have that, too. I 
don’t want it.’ 

“The President looked shocked; he 
couldn't believe it — he was looking 
around for someone to give him an 
answer. So the interpreter, who was so 
mean to me in the first place, jumped 
down on the podium — ‘Kenny, you 
must take these trophies.’ And I said, 
‘No, I don't have to take those 
trophies.' 'You must take them,' he 
said, And I said, ‘I must take them? 
No, I don't; I give them to you. Sell 
them because you guys need the 
money!’ 

“They were standing there holding 
this stuff and they just — their mouths 
were open, and they didn’t really know 
what to say, and they got all these 
press people going, ‘Jeez — what's the 
matter?’ And then the stuff started 
flying around. 

"He says, ‘You must take the 
trophies. What is it? The money — the 
money?’ 

“I said, ‘No. I may be number one, 
but I'm a human, and I like to be 
treated as one. You don't treat people 
like crap just because you think that 
they have to race here. I have to race 
here. I have to have your points, but I 
don't have to take your trophies. I 
don't even want to be reminded of this 
race!’ 

"I left the podium, and all the press 
people went with me. There's the 
President sitting up there with all this 
stuff; what's he going to do with it? 
Then they announced that I didn't 
accept their awards; I refused their 
awards after they showed me the 
respect of playing the National 
Anthem, I refused the awards. So the 
people automatically said — right off 
the bat — 'Well, that no good son of a 
gun.' They're going boo, yelling and 
screaming... 


"You know, if I picked the race that 
had to be it, because Spain doesn't 
draw any people. So there weren't too 
many people bothered with it. But I 
felt that I had to do something so the 
reporters would write it down. This 
hasn't been done, and everybody gripes 
about the money situation, so they just 
never write it down. So, I've got 14 
journalists in my motorhome, ‘cause 
that’s all I could get in, and there was 
a line outside waiting to get in to find 
out why I didn’t take the laurels and 
the trophies and all that stuff. 

“It was really funny because they 
to do and, of 
course, the press — I don't know — I 
left Europe after that, but didn't pick 
up my money, just left Spain. And the 
press ate it up. They thought that was 
the greatest thing that ever happened, 
that somebody finally did something. 
Apparently, the press couldn't get 
press passes, They didn't want to give 
them press passes or photo passes. 
They had to buy them. And I think 
the whole thing — you know — I 





mean, I'm not justifying it because we 
don't get paid any money. I'm 
_justifying it because it says here one 
thing and they're telling me something 
else. Plus, if they would have told me 
they didn’t make no money at the 
TADE AA ie "We didn't make no money 
at the race. We're really sorry. Can we 
give you some passes or can we wash 
your car for you or wash your leathers, 
or whatever. OK, I'm going to race 
the race and don't worry about it, but 
no, it was, 'Hey, if you don't like it — 
go away. That made me mad, so 
that's what I did. Of course, the press 
ate it up because no one's ever done 
that and I don’t know what the 
outcome’s gonna be, whether the 
FIM's going to try to do something to 
me, which they can't because I never 
did anything. I just gave the trophies 
to somebody.” 

“I was really glad to get out of 
Spain. I went right to the airport and 
got on a jet out of there because 
they're so stupid they might of done 
something crazy. I believe that the 
FIM is so stupid that they might have 
done something to me.” 


A year ago at this time you were 
talking about your problems with 
push starting your bike — how are 
you adapting this year? 

“The bike starts better this year. It's a 
funny thing. Lectron is the sponsor, 
and we have a problem getting the 
Lectrons to work on the 500 because of 
the limited time. The Lectrons start 
right up on the bike, except the needle 
and power jet ratio is not right for the 
500, and it’s the only motorcycle we 
can't get the things to work on. 

“I told the Japanese, and they knew. 
They had been working with them; 
they wanted to run them also, because 
it’s more horsepower, and it does start 
right off the bat — it takes off. Last 
year with the Mikuni, I would have to 
push it five steps after the initial kick 
of the engine before it would run. And 
this year, they have a Mikuni that 
looks like a Lectron almost, and it 
starts right up. They did some 
homework on the carburetion, and it's 
actually helped the power, brings it on 
a lot lower. They have a power jet 
"Lectron-Mikuni' is what they basically 
have, and now Sparky and Lectron 
have to go back to work and fix it so 
it's better. 

"Last year, starting the bike I had a 
problem, but when I went back over, I 
found out how to start it. Knobby 
(Clark) showed me, the mechanic, he 
starts it right up! 'Well,' I said, 'How 
do you start it?' And he says, 'You got 
to turn the throttle about a quarter of 
a turn before you start pushing it. I 
said, "Why didn't you tell me that 
before?' Every bike that I ever rode, 
you have to bump the thing off, and 
you have to ease the throttle on it 'til it 
starts to go. If you give it too much 
throttle it won't start; it just won't. But 
this one you have to turn a quarter of a 
throttle and leave it there and don't 
move it and you can run and then — 
when I got back to Europe — about 
four steps it would go bop-bop-bop, 
and off I'd go. 

"I never had any problem after that. 
But before, I'd run like hell, and I 
jump on the bike, and I'd start easing 
the throttle. By then I can hear all 
these Suzukis firing up and I'm trying 
to hear my engine. The only way I 
know it starts is the tachometer goes 
like that...and then I take off. But 
finally Knobby had to show me how. 

“And now if I stop the bike — you 
do a warm up lap and then you shut 
the engines off — if I don't let the 
mechanic shut the engine off, it won't 
start. In Italy, I shut the engine off 
myself and couldn't get it started. But 
if they sit there for a minute, and they 
shut the thing off — it will start! But if 
I shut the thing off — I can do just like 
they do — and if J shut it off, it takes 








me 10 feet farther to get it started! I 
don't understand it, you know, but I 
always let them shut it off. 

"After Italy...Baldwin is having a 
little bit of trouble starting because it's 
a little different when you jump on the 
bike, the Suzukis have rotary valves so 
they start a little quicker. Hartog is 
great, you know, he's just a big guy, 
and he'll just pick the motorcycle up 
and spin the tire if he wants to. So he’s 
always a hundred yards ahead of 
everybody else. When they drop the 
flag — he’s gone. Well, when his bike 
starts up, you can’t hear nothing. 
Then Ferrari’s bike starts up because 
he's an animal, too, and then there's 
poor Barry Sheene who can hardly 
push it — he never gets off the line 
good. And I'm trying to hear my 
engine to see which way the throttle's 
got to go to get the thing started! But 
now, with the new set up, it seems to 
work out really good. 

"I only had trouble starting it one 
time. Just as I got it started, and I 
leaped on it, I was going ths way and 
a guy hit me, and then I was going 
that way. You know, it's kind of 
dangerous starting out. If you don't 
start you're going to get run over 
because they're doing 50mph behind 
you, and they ain't gonna turn — no 
road racer at 5}0mph — it don't work. 
Boy, if that thing don't start, I'm 
throwing it on the road and running 
off the track, because I'm not going to 
get run over — sorry! l've thought 
about it a lot — if that thing don't 
start, I'm throwing it away." 


Considering what happened to 
Herron and Ferrari, how do you 
think Baldwin will do? 

“I think Baldwin has a contract 
problem with getting a good Suzuki 
because...I don't mean that with the 
contract he has in America, but 
apparently the new Suzuki bikes that 
they sold are better than the factory's. 
That's what the factory guys say, so, of 
course, the other guys say that's not 
right — and it isn't. 

"I think if Baldwin gets on a factory 
bike, he's going to be racing with 
Ferrari, and I don't think they'll let 
Mike beat Ferrari. I think he has a 
very good chance of getting one, but 
he has a contract with a guy — some 
Yamaha importer, I think — in 
Belgium who has a Suzuki that he 
races. So he just loves racing, and 
Yamaha hasn't made a 500 for sale 
yet, so he just bought a Suzuki. And 
Mike runs a 750 — a 250 which I guess 
Randy Mamola is going to ride now — 
I don't know. 

"Mike will probably give it back to 
Suzuki before I get back there, but see, 
Mike's not going to be at Yugoslavia 
because he has a commitment here 
with Kawasaki and he's not going to be 
able to break any commitments here, 
so right there he's out of Yugoslavia. 
He's out of the points — there is no 
hope for Mike getting into the points, 
but he could be a heck of a back-up 
for Ferrari. 

"If he runs behind Ferrari, that 
means I’ve got to beat Ferrari. The 
only thing is bad about that back-up 
stuff is Ferrari's got to beat me — the 
back up stuff don't work unless Ferrari 
can beat me. That's what happened 
last year, well, everyone was backing 
Barry up — he had four riders that 
had to ride behind him. But if I'm 
leading and he's running second, those 
four riders aren't doing him any good 
at all. So that's the biggest problem 
with having a blocker; you've got to 
have a guy that can win the race — 
and then you can buy a blocker. But 
Ferrari's not ready to win the race yet 
because he doesn't have enough 
experience." 

What is Barry Sheene going to do? 

"I expect Sheene to retire shortly 
because he's said a lot of things, and 
he's done a lot of things, and they've 


not all panned out — none of it has. 
Barry Sheene deserves everything he's 
got; he's a very good racer. He's 
probably one of the top three in the 
world right now, but Barry Sheene 
isn't number one any more. And I 
don't think Barry Sheene's capable of 
winning races anymore. He's capable 
of winning races, but he's not capable 
of winning three of them, or four of 
them. He's capable of winning one 
where the track happens to suit him, 
where everything is just working good 
that day. You have riders like that. 

"Wil (Hartog) is more consistent 
than Barry is — consistently fast — 
he's not more consistent. Wil was 
running second to me in Italy and 
threw it down the road when he had 
second place sewn up. I was playing 
with him, and I just let him know I 
had three seconds on him and I kept 
three seconds on him. He felt he was 
catching up and he threw it down the 
road. 

"Barry would never have done that; 
Barry ran fourth because he said the 
bike was sliding around. Well, he runs 
fourth, he's out of points because the 
next race he threw it away and hurt his 
elbow, and then he pulled in from the 
race. 

There has been a lot of talk here 
about you going into car racing; 
what about that? 

"Well, car racing is something that I'd 
have to want to do. And if I want to do 
it, it would only be because I'm not 
making enough money in motorcycle 
racing. I think that motorcycle racers 


should make more money than a guy ` 


sitting in an automobile. I think it's 
much harder to be a motorcycle racer 
than it is to be a car racer. I'm not 
saying that it takes more talent or that 
it takes more skill, but I think it's a lot 
more hazardous; I think it's a lot more 
work. 

"It's good to come in the pits in your 
car, and. you sit in it, and they plug 
this little computer in it, and the 
computer reads out what is wrong with 
the car. You know, it's pretty easy. All 
you have to do is steer it and make sure 
the thing don't slide around. I'm not 
saying that it's easy — it takes a lot of 
talent — but car racing is something 
that I'd have to do after I'm done with 
motorcycle racing. 

“When I feel that I'm too old to be a 
winner at motorcycle racing, I would 
go into car racing only because I want 
to. Not because I need the money or... 
it would have to be something that I 
would just want to do as a hobby. 
Otherwise, I would have to force 
myself to make a living out of it, and I 
wouldn't want to do that. I have 
nothing inside me right now that says, 





‘I just can’t wait to get inside a car.’ 

“I spent a lot of time with Mario 
(Andretti) and the car people lately, 
but the thing that bothers me about 
cars right now — and it's the same 
thing that bothered me about racing 
in Europe three years ago — I couldn't 
have done it because I can't settle for 


second. I couldn't three years ago, and _ 


I can't now. But to see Mario in Long 
Beach get off the line sixth and follow 
everybody around, ain't my way of 
racing. l'd just as soon run into 
somebody and run into the fence if I 
got to get sixth place. That's the way I 
feel right now. Cars — that turned me 
off — watching Long Beach turned 
me off because I couldn't sit around in 
sixth palce. Inability to pass — you 
had no room — the tires were so wide 
— they're like little slot cars, and I 
can't sit around in second place, 
fourth place. 

"Right now in a car... I don’t like to 
think about having to come in from 
the car and saying, ‘Well, everything 
was good and I was great,’ and them 
saying, ‘Well, how come you didn’t 
win?,' and I say, ‘Well, you can’t pass.’ 
Now I can pass anybody I want. 

“You know at Assen last year in the 
250cc race the bike didn’t start, and it 
was kind of raining. I passed 26 guys 
on the first lap because the bike didn't 
start. I was way back, and four laps 
later 1 was in the lead. You can't do 
that in an automobile. You can do it 
with a motorcycle. That's why I'd have 
to wait 'til I'm done in motorcycles and 
car racing is something I just wanted 
to do because I just wanted to do it — 
to see what it's like." 

What have you heard about the 
Honda GP bike? 

"People have claimed they've seen it. 
This is the rumor I get: People have 
claimed in Amsterdam, because 
they're very close with Takazumi 
Katayama, that they sent a bike to 
Takazumi to make sure that it fit him. 
He lives in Amsterdam, you know. 
They got him on it and made sure the 
tank was good and this was good, and 
I find that hard to believe. It's 
something so secret that they would 
send a mock-up to Amsterdam for 
someone to sit on? It seems to me it'd 
be a lot easier to fly Takazumi over 
there to sit on the motorcycle at the 
factory where they can do something 
about it, anyway. 

"People are believing that story, 
that they've seen it, and what they've 
seen is a square four with six valves per 
cylinder and oval pistons. They 
couldn't get the valve area if they had 
round pistons so they had to scratch 
them. And I'm thinking that ain't 
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Meet the Low Slingers. Suzuki's new 
chopper-styled GS-1000L, 750L, 550L and 425L. 
All four of these low-slung beauties 
sport extended forks, pull-back handlebars, 
custom tank, plush step saddle, chopped 
megaphone pipes and stylish mag-type wheels. 
And, of course, they all come with Suzuki's 
smooth 4-stroke power, super suspension and 
sure-stopping disc brakes.

‘Everything’s coming together’

Chuck Sun, the “other American” racing in 
this year’s 500cc World Championship MX 
Series, was back in the USA. It was the day 
before the Bel-Ray USGP of Motocross, and 


like the others who'd grouped in the parking lot 
outside Plaza Camino Real waiting to have their 
bikes put through tech inspection, Sun had a lot on 
his mind. For one thing, the helmet he'd been 
wearing in the European GPs wasn't Snell 75 
approved, so naturally, it didn't pass inspection. 

"I knew better," Chuck shrugged, "but the Electro 
people haven't brought the new one over yet. They 
will, or if they don't I can wear another helmet." He 
had the situation handled. But it was an annoyance 
he didn't need to contend with at a time when his 
concentration should have been elsewhere. 

On the other hand, Sun had reason to celebrate. 
His return for the U.S. round of the series marked his 
reunion with Eric Crippa, Sun's former mechanic 
while travelling the AMA National MX circuit. 
Chuck was grateful, both for Eric's presence and 
because they had spent the past week sorting out the 
Open class Husqvarna to better suit his needs. 
Crippa, more than a good friend to the 22-year-old 
Oregon rider, has earned a enviable reputation as 
one of the top motocross tuners in the country. Most 
important, Chuck trusts and is able to communicate 
with him. 

Last fall, Sun was badly battered at the October 29 
Trans-AMA MX Series race at Lake Whitney Cycle 
Ranch. Dirt clogged a carburetor jet, causing a wide- 
open-throttle effect. The resulting high speed crash 
pitched him and the Husky through the air into a 
massive oak tree, and he was taken to the hospital 
unconscious. Incredibly, no bones were broken, but 
a severe gash in his leg — a cut that went bone deep 
— required a long recuperation period. For Chuck, 
the '78 season was over. 

Sun doesn’t let things keep him down for long, 
though, and when he went to Europe early this year, 
he was looking forward to a good season. It wouldn't 
be easy... 

"Last year was a breeze. I went over there, and 


everything was all handled, you know? I just got the * 


bike, and I rode. I was riding good at the time. I 
always seem to come on stronger near the end of the 
year, and that's when I went.over last year. I got 
really good results. 

“This year was a little different. The first time I 
rode, after another injury, I broke my wrist." 
The first injury was the Texas..? 
“Right. The Texas tree. So right there, that kind of 
has a tendency to make your confidence. ..slide 
down a bit.” 


When, where and how exactly did the wrist injury 
happen? 

“In Belgium at the end of January. It was the first 
time I'd ridden in Europe this year. It was a sand 
track, but it was really cold. It was, you know, 10- 
below. Lots of snow on the ground. Sand whoop-de- 
doos all frozen solid. It was a really rough track. And 
I was feelin’ good. That was probably the problem! If 
I hadn't been feeling as good, I'd have been riding 





accordingly. Buc] was feeling good and starting to 
cook around. 

"And then, the next thing I knew, it was. ..it just 
kind of spit me off to the side. When I put my hand 
on the ground, it was broken. 

“This year, starting right off, I had three weeks to 
do nothing. And to heal up a wrist. Whenever I get 
time on my hands to think, sometimes I create 
problems. And from then on, it was a battle. 

"Sometimes when something's healing, it gets to a 
point where it's just fine. You can start gassin' again. 
But this time, it was like every inch I had to fight for! 
It's just now getting really strong, and I'm beginning 
to go a lot faster now. 

"I can't complain about the pain, watching Heikki 
go out there with his freshly-operated knee and just 
smoke everybody! You know, you've just got to 
overcome the pain. 

“The good thing about this, is that I had to elevate 
my condition and my concentration. Everything had 
to be higher to compensate for it. So, when this wrist 
gets really well, it's going to make me a better rider, 
quicker." 

And on top of everything else, the 500cc class 
competition is pretty rough this year... 

"Yeah. There have been six winners so far." (... zn 
eight motos of racing. . . Editor.) 

How about a run-down on your season thusfar? 
It’s been difficult getting information on you. 
“The first 45-minute moto I rode was the week before 
Austria, and I just barely squeezed by, That was an 
International in Belgium. I think I was 10th or 
something. 

"I went to Austria, and we just didn't have our 
bike together. I was having a hard time testing; I 
couldn't tell what was good or bad because of my 
wrist. Everytime we'd test something, my wrist would 
get a little better, and I'd go faster. Then we'd have 
to change again. 

"And I couldn't communicate very well with my 
mechanic. He's Swedish, and he didn't understand a 
lot of the problems I was having. Where Eric...I 
don't even have to tell him a lot of things. He just 
knows me, and he knows the way I like to have 
things. And he just does it. 

"So, there were problems there, but Austria was a 
complete disaster for me. I had to battle and struggle 
around the track for 18th place." 

Bad starts? 

"No, not so bad. I just couldn't ride! The track was 
neat, up on a hillside above a small village in the 
mountains. Really, really steep uphills, where if you 
made one or two mistakes, you'd have to turn around 
and go down and try it again. With rocks! With rocks 
on top of the hill. The tracks over there are... it’s 
hard to put it into words. ..to give anybody an idea. 
Nobody seems to understand the difference between 
Europe and the United States. But it’s just more 
difficult, more technical. There are more, better 
riders. 

“Everybody asks, ‘How would Hannah do if he 
went over there?’ Well, Hannah would be... top five, 
I would think, in the 500cc series...which is very 
good.” 


Where would you rate yourself? 
"I should be in the top five. I'll be there soon. 


















































Everything's coming together. 

“OK, Austria was a disaster. 1 went to France the 
next Sunday. We got the bike a little more dialed- 
in, and I was 10th in the first moto, which was a big 
improvement over 18th. The second moto, I was in 
10th, and my wrist just...gave out, and I dropped 
back to 20th. 

“Along with the pain comes a weakness, and my 
throttle control is way off. When you're coming off 
an off-camber hill, if you slid off these hills, you just 
tumble down the hill and crash. I couldn't shut off at 
the right time, and I couldn't get it back on. My 
whole rhythm was off. 

"So, we went back to Sweden for the Swedish GP. 
We did more testing, got a little stronger and went to 
a smaller bike. We went back to standard instead of 
the 430cc, and I could handle it better. 

“I was 12th in the first moto, and I was ninth in the 
second moto. Sweden was more like an American- 
type track, pretty fast and a few man-made jumps. 
But it was still rough. 

“Then I went to Italy. I was 12th in the first 
moto and 10th in the second moto. Twelfth doesn't 
mean anything really. There's no points. 





"I really felt good in the second moto. It was 
another step up the ladder. In my eyes, I was eighth 
that moto. I had worked up; I'd passed van den 
Broeck, Bruno, and 1 was working on Schmitz. I was 
feeling good, so I took a chance passing him, and I 
got hung up with a lapped rider. That put me back 
to 10th, and there wasn’t time to catch up. 

"But right now, that stuff doesn't matter. I'm just 
happy that I'm riding good again. I can do it now; 
that's what's important. 

Another thing, you know, is that you're battling 
for ninth or 10th place with guys who have won GP 
motos. Everything's coming together. All I've got to 
do is polish up the rough spots. 

“I have Eric again, and we can really work well 
together. Pelle’s a good mechanic, and he knows his 
stuff. He’s been around for a long time. I've learned 
a whole lot from him. But I think there's just a...a 
generation gap between us. He's over 40, and I'm 22. 
I just can't seem to talk to him the right way, the way 
I would like to, taking nothing away from his 
abilities, you know?" 

Is there any money over there? 
"In the International races, there's pretty good 
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money. I've been getting an average of $800 to $1500 
for start money. And you can win more, which is 
pretty good. The GP money isn’t so fantastic, but the 
GPs are really something! There's an air about 
them! There's a special zntenseness about them. 

"But I've really...I've learned how to ride since 
Ive been over there. I've learned a lot...about 
travelling, dealing with people...I've learned a lot 
about everything. It hasn't shown up in my results, 
yet. But it will." 

"But it will..." Sun's closing statement came 
echoing back the following afternoon when he put in 
his best GP ride of the season at Carlsbad. In heat that 
melted the best efforts of the top 500cc class riders in 
America — and in the world — Chuck Sun held on a 
little bit longer. 

"...I had to elevate my condition and my concen- 
tration," he'd. said on Saturday, “Everything had to 
be higher to compensate for it. So, when this wrist 
gets really well, it's going to make me a better rider, 
quicker."

Spencer by crashing, but worked 
his way back to second. Pierre 
Buellac finished third. In Novice 
action at Loudon, Californian Alan 
Collins (Yam) won, followed by 
New Englanders Gary Penfield and 
Doug Lantz. Coverage of both of 
these races will appear in next 
week's Cycle News. 


King Kenny won again, this week in 
Yugoslavia. Yamaha 500cc Road Race 
World Champion won the pole 
position in Friday's dry practice on the 
Rijeka circuit, then came back in the 
rainy practice session to set fast time 
on one of Goodyear's rain tires. He 
also set fast time in the race itself, 
which he won over Virginio Ferrari, 
who was riding with a broken wrist. 
Third place went to Franco Uncini 
and he was followed by Wil Hartog 
and Boet Van Dulmen. Up-to-date 
series point standings put Roberts at 
72, Ferrari at 66, Hartog at 45 and 
Uncini at 34. 


Team Suzuki's Gerrit Wolsink 
racked up his second 500cc World 
Championship MX Series victory 
in a row, putting in a 2-1 ride at 
Canada's Mosport Park. Graham 
Noyce.won the first moto over 
Wolsink, Van den Broeck, Lackey 
and Malherbe. Wolsink topped the 
second over Lackey, Noyce, 
Malherbe and Vromans. Noyce 
maintained his series points lead 
raising it to 118 as Wolsink edged 
Lackey from second place in the 





series. Wolsink holds 108 points to 
Lackey's 104. Next is World Champ 
Heikki Mikkola at 82; Mikkola DNF 
either moto in Canada. 


The AMA Two-Day ISDT Qualifier 
put on by the Mt. Baker M.C. near 
Bellingham, WA was "an honest-to- 
God enduro," according to reports, 
with rain, mud, and a 50% attrition 
rate on both days. Suzuki's Drew 
Smith won overall on a PE250, edging 
500cc class winner Kevin LaVoie 
(KTM). Mike Rosso (Suz) won the 
200cc class, and Dane Leimbach 
(SWM) took the only gold among the 
125cc entries. Only 30 riders finished 
both days. 


In the Task Mountain two-day 
qualifier, run June 9-10, the club's 
computer gave Suzuki's Mike 
Rosso an extra 1,000 points in one 
of the special tests. When the error 
was discovered and corrected, it 
put Mike on the top of the 175cc 
Qualifier class.

The last 10 years of World Championship mo- 
tocross have seen almost unbelievable advance- 


ment in the desi 


of the bikes. This is parti- 


cularly true in the 500cc class which holds the 


interest of most of the major 
manufacturers because of its 
status as the most difficult and 
most prestigious class. But as 
much as the bikes have advanced in 
design of their suspensions, engines 
and chassis, many of the riders still feel 
they have a long way to go. 

Suspension travel may have reached 
its limits around the 300mm mark, but 
nearly every factory team continues to 
redesign or modify their works 


suspensions for better performance. 
The bikes that appeared best handling 
on the killer Carlsbad track at the Bel- 
Ray USGP of Motocross were the 
newer designs, like Brad Lackey's Uni- 
Trak rear suspension Kawasaki and 
Roger DeCoster's works RN Suzuki 
with the radical trailing/leading link 
fork suspension. 

Roger's trick forks offer no real 
advantage over conventional slider 
front forks in either weight or 
improved handling geometry. Where

they do out-perform conventional 
forks is in damping hwere the Ohlins 
reservoir shocks used with the trailing/ 
leading forks offer more sophisticated 
damping control than the universal 
damping rods used in conventional 
slider-type forks. 

Engine design is another place 
where major changes continue, too. 
This year, Team Suzuki has done away 
with case reed induction for the RN 
factory bikes, joining Yamaha, 
Kawasaki, Honda and Husqvarna with 
cylinder reed valve induction designs 
as the best possible way to tractable 
and powerful powerbands for their 
monster engines. 

One area where engine design 
continues to differ for Open class bikes 
is the actual displacement being used. 
This season, variations have been tried 
by nearly every factory team in sizes 
from 360cc to 490cc. Marty Smith 
favors Honda's 360cc engine, and 





Brad Lackey like Kawasaki's 390cc 
mill. They feel a smaller motor is 
easier to control, offering faster lap 
times and less rider fatigue. The only 
problem comes when they have to race 
against bigger displacement bikes like 
the 450cc Honda of Graham Noyce or 
Heikki Mikkola’s 454cc works 
Yamaha. The bigger bikes get the 
jump on the starts and down the 
straightaways, then block the smaller 
bikes in the turns or more difficult 
sections of the track where the smaller 
bikes are supposed to be at an 
advantage. 

Motocross bike design has come a 
long way in the last 10 years. With the 
increase in technical knowledge we 
now have, however, the next three to 
five years should be just as progrssive 
and a lot more exciting. Here's a quick 
look at the trick machinery that 
graced the track at Bel-Ray USGP of 
Motocross. 


Suzuki RN-440-79: Roger DeCoster got 23 more cc's to play with this year 
inside a new reed valve inducted cylinder. The Bruce Burness-designed 
trailing/leading axle front forks offer 290mm of travel and better damping 
control than Suzuki's regular Showa 280mm works forks. Rear suspension 
is provided by Ohlins reservoir shocks, also, with 330mm travel. All the 
works RN Suzukis weighed in between 218-220 pounds.

From where I was waiting on the 
second start line, it looked like 
everyone in the Expert line got a great 
start, except Gary Mulconery. It took 
him at least two kicks to get moving, 
but then he really got moving! The for 
sure holeshot went to the Gary Davies/ 
Heath Hibbard team who tried their 
best to run away with the rest of the 
race. At the end of lap one, they had a 
substantial lead on the Doug Beisner/ 
jack Fuller duo, but Beisner was not 
giving up just yet. Passing the 
bandolier quickly (a neat trick in 
itself, without decapitating yourself) to 
Fuller, Jack tore out of the pits and 
began the whittling job on the 
Hibbard/Davies lead. He must have 


used a mighty sharp knife; because lie ^ 


was first into the pits and his partner 
was the first out at the start of the 
third lap. Second in and out was 
Donnie Morrison of the Morrison/ 
Scott Atchison team, having moved up 
to that spot from the fourth position 
they held in the first two laps. 

Meanwhile, Gary Mulconery was 
beginning a very smooth, aggressive 
ride in a determined effort to recover 
from what he regarded as a poor start. 
He was on a new Husky, well prepped 
by Tracy's of Burbank, and, once man 
and machine settled into a working 
relationship, the rocks flew and so did 
Gary. The slow start brought them 
around in about eighth place at the 
end of lap one, but when Gary lassoed 
brother Mike and his Dick Allen 
Yamaha with the Expert's bandolier, 
Amateur Mike was more than ready 
for the challenge. The brothers 
together a well- 
matched set of riding styles to knock 
off one position per lap and finish 
third overall and first Open Expert. If 
my failing memory hasn't tricked me, 
they're the first brother team to pull 
off a win like that since the Brooks 
brothers did it years ago in a district 
event. They were so sure of their 
eventual victory that they even 
brought their own champagne! 

As the Mulconery's were earning 
their champagne, the Ken Upp/Ken 
Heil team was building up its own 
pressure. By the start of the third lap, 
they had moved to second and had the 
leaders in their sights. I believe this 
was Ken Upp's lap and since he had to 
make up a good lead by Beisner/Fuller 
he began riding in the very best Dave 
Aldana style, i.e., see how fast you can 
go before you crash! When he came 
into the pits and Heil left for the 


fourth lap the scramble was on to 
change handlebars, a footpeg and 
some miscellaneous bits and pieces 
that didn't survive his acrobatics. Ken 
Heil was sure doing his part for the 
team. He gained substantial ground on 
the Beisner/Fuller team and, when 
Upp left the pits on the fifth lap, he 
had only three minutes to make up to 
catch the leaders. Three minutes on a 
20 mile rocky desert course is like 
being in downtown LA at 5:00 p.m. 
on a Friday afternoon; a guru-like 
patience is recommended. 1 guess 
Kenny is not the patient type. 
Determined to recover from the 
mishaps of the third lap, he didn't 
even slow for the pits but continued on 
to finish the race. 

The pits were located on a stretch of 
abandoned asphalt and at the end of 
them, the course turned off the old 
road and out into the desert. By this 
time, the asphalt was well covered with 
gravel and slippery as satin sheets on a 
water bed. As Upp came down the 
road at 80 mph plus, he set up for the 
turn about 50 yards early by simply 
locking the rear brake and sliding 
sideways right up to the turn. When he 
got there he was already 90 degrees to 
the road, so he merely downshifted 
and dropped the hammer. Good show, 
Kenny! 

Such verve was rewarded and the 
first figure out of the talcum dust was 
Kenny Upp, winning the race in a 
spectacular come-from-behind effort. 
Kenny's mom, Shirly went wild in her 
special way and Upp’s partner, Ken 
Heil had a grin big enough to fit 
around their winner's bottle of 
champagne — sideways! 

As mentioned, the Mulconery 
brothers finished third. The Scott 
Atchison/Donnie Morrison team 
showed that they could ride as well 
together as they do when riding 
against each other and came in at 
fourth overall and first Lightweight 
(200cc). It was a good day for Dick 
Allen's Yamaha; besides having half of 
the first Open Expert team, they also 
had the first Amateur team, Gregg 
Kammerman and David Riley. A 
welcome back to Ed Waldheim of 
Clean Sweep who rode his first race 
this year and was half of the first 
Senior Amateur team. A special Guts 
award to Barry Crawford who elected 
to ride solo when he couldn't find a 
partner — on a Mini! 

As you CRC fans know, summer 
heat is finally here and making up for 
being late. Some of the fun goes out of 
desert racing when even the simple act 
of breathing makes you sweat. We will 
take a three month siesta and see you 
at the end of August. Again my thanks 
to the lovely ladies Linda for their help 
throughout the first half of the year. 

Kenny Upp would like me to say 
that he wants to dedicate his win in 
this race to Rod Lacey, who crossed 
the final finish line Sunday. My 
condolences also to Rod's friends and 
family. When my time comes I can 
only hope that the situation will be 
similar; doing something I really love 
in God's own natural cathedral. e.

Restarts, restarts, and more re- 
starts were the order of the night 
and there was nothing at all any- 
one could blame it on.

from start to finish one very strange 
night of racing. Three different events 
saw all but one rider go down; several 
others saw half the field go down and 
would you believe no one got hurt? 

Here's one for the book and the 
AMA doesn't even have a rule for it. In 
the Handicap Main Event, the big 
money race of the night, Dan McNeill 
got off to a poor start. He laid back 
until Gene Woods came alongside of 
him and Dan tried to block him. 
Woods wanted no part of this game, 
he was there to race. As Woods started 
to race, McNeill reached over and 
pulled out the dead man switch, which 
is on the handlebars for the riders’ 
safety (it is to keep a bike from 
running wild if you go down). Woods’ 
bike came to an abrupt stop. It may 
sound funny, but without power, you 
can't even get out of the way. Last 
week, McNeill got a heavy fine for 
starting a fight 6n the track. He threw 
the only punch. The L.A. Times did a 
big story on him, calling -him 
dangerous and that was the nice part. 
I called him a hot-tempered young 
man. 

The battle between Gene Woods 
and Dan McNeill up to this point has 
been very low-key. It stems from the 
fact that McNeill's sponsor dropped 








him at the first of the season and 
picked up Gene Woods. To say the 
least, McNeill got hot, eventhough he 
has been told time after time that 
Woods had nothing to do with the 
change. So, the fuse on this stick of 
dynamite was lit and it has been tossed 
back and forth for weeks with McNeill 
knocking on Woods whenever he can 
without endangering his life and limb. 
But, if the official doesn’t extinguish 
the flame, there is going to be one big 
explosion, and someone will end up 
hurt. 

While all this child’s play was going 
on, Mike Muntean was out in front of 
the pack racing his heart out for his 
second Handicap Main Event win in 
two nights. Mike, better than most, 
can tell you why not to take your 
temper out on the race track — he was 
out of racing for almost a year with a 
shattered leg after getting run into the 
wall. He's back and doing great — his 
sponsor, The Spa Factory, is one of the 
reasons that Mike is doing so well. He 
told me that he just jumps into that 
old redwood hot tub every day and it 
really helps his still-healing leg. 

Even the Scratch Main Event did 
not get away without a restart. Dave 
Sims got into trouble on the back 
straightaway when he caught traction 
and did a big wheelie right into Alan 
Christian. They really got tied up. 
Dave traveled the length of the back 
straightaway, dragging Alan and his 
bike. Alan, stuck between the two 
bikes, was not really hurt, but Sims 
had to switch to his backup bike 
because all the spokes were torn out of 
the rear wheel. Christian came right 
back in the restart, taking the lead and 
never looking back, picking up his 
sixth Scratch Main Event win this year 
and his fourth at Costa Mesa. 

Alan Christian may just be the guy 
who- will dethrone the U.S. Speedway 
Champ this year when the National 
title comes up for grabs. The Champ, 
Mike Bast, has not been at Costa Mesa 
the past two weeks because of a pay 
hassle with the promoters of Costa 
Mesa. In most motorsports, the 
Number One rider gets show money 
for many reasons; he is the top draw of 
fans, his name is used to get people to 
come out to the race, sponsors of that 
rider run ads expounding the glory of 
that rider at different tracks. So the 
pay is more than justified, eventhough 
it is a very small amount. Like 
everything else, it costs more to race 
this year, and that is how it was put to 
the promoters. But they say no, it costs 
even more to put on the show. It will 
work out in the long run, but right 
now they are both losing a lot of 
money. 

There's not a lot of money involved 
for winning the Second and Third 
Division Main Events, but you can be 
sure that Dwight Hill, in Division 
Two, and Troy Fisher, in Division 
Three, were glad to be in the winners' 
circle. Wins move you up — and that's 
where the money is. e.

Tripes, Hansen 
smoke CMC 
Saddleback MX

Double points and a $1200 purse 
tempted quite a number of riders 
to come to Saddleback for today's 
Continental Moto-sports Club 
event. 

In the first 125cc Pro moto, Scott 
Burnworth (Suz) dropped down the 
starting hill just ahead of a fast, 
screaming pack. A sudden stroke of 
bad luck felled him on the second lap, 
though, and put him back in that 
pack. He salvaged a sixth at moto's 
end. 

Rick Johnson (Yam) took the helm 
at that time while Mike Tripes (Esc) 
kept a close watch from behind. Willy 
Simons (Yam) moved into third a short 
time later and proceeded to make it a 
three rider race for first. 

Tripes apparently started to feel un- 
comfortable in the Yamaha sandwich 
and slipped by Johnson as they began 
lap 10. 

Johnson went down a couple of laps 





and was bumped in the leg from 
behind, giving him a charlie horse. By 
the time he got rolling again, Tripes 
and Simons were long gone. Koji 
Masuda (Suz) and A. J. Whiting 
(Yam) also slipped by and the 
checkered saw them finish in that 
order. 

Burnworth started well in the 
second moto, also, but was displaced 
by Trieps who led the whole show after 
following Burnworth for less than a 
lap. 

Simons finished the race behind 
those two, but it was good enough to 
cop second overall. LOP's Gary 
Denton (Yam) held third for the first 
half of the moto, slipped back and 
scratched his way back to fourth, just 
holding off Whiting and Paul Thede 
(SoP). 

Two qualifying motos and a 
consolation race decided which 250cc 
Pros would advance to the two moto 
final. Jeff Jennings (Suz), Tony 
Wanket (Yam) and Randy Rodriguez 
(Mai) each won their qualifiers. 

In the first of the final motos, 
Jennings seemed to be a bit faster than 
everybody, though Wanket was able to 
stay with him for the first half of the 
race. He faded to fifth at the end. 

Ron Turner (Yam) did his time in 
the runner-up slot, but slowed toward 


later as he came.up.on.a.lapped. rider. Js sthe end.and.was.passed by.Steve Bauer

(Hon) then Donnie Hansen (C-A). 
Hansen caught Bauer off guard on 
the last lap and snuck the quiet Can- 
Am by him on the downhill. 
Surprised, Bauer tried to fight back, 
but Hansen effectively shut the door 
on him in the few remaining corners. 


In the last moto, Wanket pulled the 


holeshot and was all by himself at the 
first turn. Jennings ran in second, but 
the expected duel between the two 
never had a chance to materialize 
when Jennings threw a chain that first 
lap. 

Hansen gladly took the Suzuki 
rider's spot and kept Wanket honest 
until he forced by him on the downhill 
on lap five. 

Tim Lunde (Yam) rode in third the 
entire moto and try as he might, just 
couldn't get by Wanket. Turner 
finished fourth with Bauer being 
urged on by tuner Tim Buck to a fifth 
and closing. 

Jennings took both motos of the 
500cc Pros fairly easily. What went on 
behind him, though, kept the crowd 
hanging on. 

Wanket held second for practically 
the entire race. To his immediate rear, 
to both sides and sometimes a very 
short ways in front, though, came a 
scrambling Goat Breker (Hus). Breker 
must have tried every conceivable line 
through every corner to get by 
Wanket, but to no avail. 

In the second moto, Tripes assumed 
the task of trying to keep Jennings in 
sight and performed the job most 
admirably. 

Suzuki's Bob Elliott fought off the 
advances of Turner until several laps 
from the end when the Luft-sponsored 
rider seemed to fade. However, he was 
only playing possum and charged the 
last lap. 

Coming out of the last corner and 
heading for the checkered, the two 
were even in the drag race to the line. 
Elliott gained a slight advantage, but 
failed to negotiate the finish line 
corner, endoing his bike. Turner thus 
got the nod for third place which gave 
him second overall.

Suzuki rider Scott Anderson 
scored his second 125cc Pro win 
of the 1979 season in an unusual 
manner. In the first moto it was 


all Scott Meyer after last week's winner 
Jack Keese and Chris Harold came 
together in a rather violent way, and 
Anderson had trouble off the gate. In 
the second round Keese jumped into 
an early lead with Harold in second, 
Meyer in third and Anderson in 
fourth. Then all of a sudden, Harold 
was in the lead, Meyer dropped out 
and Anderson was in a close third. 
Then Anderson shot by Keese and 
took the overall with a 3-2 finish! 

The 250cc Pros had the man that is 
probably the all time greatest night 
rider inSpeedway 117 history return to 
action: Suzuki mounted Mike Stern, 
and it would be nice to say that he 
made his return a winning one, but 
new Pro Kirk Grissom "didn't have no 
respect" as he went wire to wire in the 
first moto and blasted Stern in the 
second for a two for two win. Stern was 
the master of the turns, but with the 
increased jumps this year at Speedway 
117 it was youth showing the way. 

Looks like we'll have to put a bounty 
out on 125cc Intermediate rider 
"Wailin' Woody" Carlson, as the San 
Diego Kawasaki rider once again 
blasted a good field of riders in a two 
for two go.

gonna work right off the bat. I said, 
‘How do you get a ring for that?’ This 
thing is supposed to run 22,000 rpms. 
They said it has ceramic pistons so it 
doesn't need any rings — they run very 
close clearances. I never heard of it, 
but it may be possible. 

“Then, the next rumor I hear is the 
thing is — this is going to be hard to 
believe — 180 horsepower. This guy 


swears he saw a dyno test of one that” 


puts out 180 and one that puts out 
150. No way a 500cc — I don't care 
what it is — puts out 180 horsepower. 
And this is the rumor that is going 
around now — this thing puts out 150- 
180 horsepower and does 22,000 rpm. 
And it has little baby valves so it can 
turn that many rpm. 

"I think it needs a screen around it, 
because when them parts start flying 
apart I don’t want to be close to it! But 
we'll see, they're supposed to be at 
Belgium.” 


How far do you think this protest 
might go that you started with your 
actions — does that pretty much have 
the support of all the riders? 

“Yeah — well I was mad because Tom 
Herron, who was really one of the best 
friends I've had over there — and the 
only guy that helped me at all last year 
— and I really felt bad when I heard 
he got killed because he was a real 
straight shooter. 

“He was a nice guy, so nice that in 
Germany where the gas is no good, 
and Suzuki — I don't know if I should 
say this or not — but Suzuki knew that 
it wasn't any good and Tom had some 
gas. You know, and had a 50 gallon 
drum. He had two 50 gallon drüms. 
And he gave us one of them. And he 
was with Team Suzuki. That's just 
what kind of guy he was. 

"I gave him some Goodyear tires last 
year, and that's why he repaid me in 
this way. He was a heck of a guy. 

"Anyway, they owed Tom a 
thousand bucks, in Spain, for a year. 
When he got to Spain this year he said, 
'Hey, where's my money?' They said, 
"We don't have to pay it; the FIM 
changed the rule; we don't have to pay 
you. And that made me mad because 
this is walking on everybody. There's a 
lot of talk around about strikes and all 
that stupid stuff, but — I can see that 
it's not going to get any better with the 
FIM — it's too political. The only way 
out that I can see is a whole new 
organization putting on a 10-race 
series and call it... whatever.” 

Do you hope that Yamaha will take a 
step in getting this resolved? 

“No! I don't want Yamaha involved. 
Yamaha and the factories shouldn't be 
involved in pioneering anything that 
may jeopardize themselves or their 
business. I wouldn't ask them to do 
that. The only thing that Yamaha 
would do is...if I've got a contract, 
and I want to go race in Spain or in 
America, and it's a new formula... 
instead of going to Venezuela for 
nothing and sweating my you-know- 
what off, I can go to California and 
have my whole new series. Yamaha's 
going to have to take the bikes there, 
they're going to have to go for a whole 


new thing. That's the only way I can. 


see they're going to fix it. Now whether 
that happens — I don't know. I 
wouldn't want to instigate anything 
like that — I'd probably be shot." 
Kenny, is there a rider on the FIM 
jury? 
"Barry Sheene. And Barry Sheene says 
it's easier to go out and get another 
sponsor and put a sticker on your bike 
than it is to argue about start money. 
His exact words. 

“I said, ‘you're right, but don’t you 


feel that it's about time that we get 


justice? Don't you feel that they're 


getting to you everytime you show up?” 
Barry is the guy that gives the race 
track permission to race. If Barry says 
the track is too dangerous or the track 
is not fixed right, he can cause them 
all kinds of problems, and there may 
not be a race there. So Barry gets, I 
think, about anything he wants.” 
Can he use it to solve some of the 
problems? . 
“He uses it to put money in his pocket, 
I imagine. Everybody looks out for 
themselves. The thing is, that it's so 
tightly knit. There is no way that you 
could whip the FIM — no way! And 
they're holding the sport back, they 
really are. They would benefit, 
everybody, if they would just get out of 
GP racing, if the FIM would just leave 
it alone. They're running all the little 
FIM races, but there is no way they 
can handle the GPs. They're holding 
back. 

"TII tell you, if you had your own 


riders'/owner's association — call it 
whatever you want: Motorcycle World 
Championship, or whatever — and 


had a good 15-race series at good 
racetracks, motorcycle racing would 
be right up next to cars in two years. 
All the way — I believe it because they 
have such a following over there. They 
don't do no advertising, but they don't 
have to because they don't have to pay 
no money." 


Wouldn't the promoters be inclined 
to stick with the FIM, though? 

No. One thing on our side is that the 
FIM is mostly political. They have a 
racetrack in Spain, for example... 
well, you if you have another racetrack 
in Spain and this other racetrack 
wants a race, now there's no way. 
Okay. So in England, for example, we 
have a racetrack in Donnington Park 
that a guy built by himself. It's a 
beautiful place, and it's a really good 
racetrack. He's done everything 100 
percent — everything is just perfect. 
He'll never get a GP. 

"He'll never get a GP because 
Silverstone has it. He's fighting 
through the system to try to get a GP, 
and it's — unless the money starts 
falling on the floor because the FIM — 
the cloth here goes clear to the floor, 
so if money fell on the floor no one 
would see it and it would just get 
picked up by the right people, and 
you'd probably have a race, depending 
on how much money fell on the floor. 
I'm not sure, and I'm not saying that's 
the case, but there's a lot of politics 
involved. Either way, whoever they 
give the race to, they ain't giving 
nobody no money 'cause they're not 
giving the riders any money and so 
Donnington Park is mad because they 
can't get a GP. 

"Here's Italy, who has had a 
Formula 750 race for five years, has 
built it up. This year, the FIM decides 
that they've had this race too long — 
they're going to give it to somebody 
else. So they give it to another guy 
who, you know, maybe enought stuff 
fell on the floor, I don't know. 

"But, these guys paid everybody 
good money, they brought Americans 
over — you know, Dr. Costa is the guy 
that did it — it isunbelievable. He has 
paid unbelievable amounts of money 
to get Americans over there; he's done 
whole match series. And they said, 
‘No, you can’t have it this year!’ They 
gave it to a guy who had, I don’t know, 
10,000 people show up — wouldn't 
pay nobody. 

“They were going to have a boycott 
right there at the track at the Formula 
750 race in Italy this year because the 
only guy they were paying, I guess, was 
Ferrari. And they were giving him 
hardly anything. They were paying 
everybody minimum and you don't 
pay minimum at a Formula 750 race, 
not to the top guys. I wasn’t there, of 
course, I was hurt, but Skip wouldn't 
go and a lot of them wouldn't go — he 





just wouldn't pay no money. It's a 
funny system. There are a lot of 
promoters around who can't get GPs 
— who'll never get them. If you had 
something else you could go around it 
for a year and then you'd be alright. 
“Now, I think we have a new 
president (Ippolito) coming up for the 
FIM and you people don’t know him; 
he’s been sponsoring Cecotto, or used 
to be. He probably will be — the 
rumor is that he’s going to be the new 
president. He's got enough votes now 
because he's got all the South 
American countries on his side and 
thats more votes than Europe, 
although we don't race in South 
America. We don't have anything to 
do there, but there is more vote power . 
there because they're all FIM- 
affiliated so they have more voting 
power. There's races that want to 
come into South America, like the cars 
are going to South America a lot now, 
it's rumored that we're going to have a 
couple more in South America." 
What determines Barry Sheene as 
the riders' rep? 
"Barry Sheene is the riders rep, 
probably a good one for safety and 
everything else, and Barry has tried to 
get more money. He was the one that 
got all the starts from all your classes 
for one day. The FIM, I guess, decided 
that that wasn't working; they had to 
pay too much money...whatever. He 
has been a real good one, and I don't 
know why or how he got on the board, 
but they never used to have riders on 
the board up until Barry. And Barry I 
guess flew to one of the meetings and 
said, ‘Hey, I want to be on the thing,’ 
because he wanted to straighten it all 
out.” 
They have meetings and nobody 


gets... 
"Well, there's a meeting, and all these 
people talk different languages around 
this big room, so by the time each 
interpreter gets done with what you 
just said, it takes 15 minutes. Then 
their answer takes 300 minutes, so 
Barry says you sit in that room for two 
weeks discussing 10 problems. He said 
it just kills you. You can't...you 
just...there is so much that you miss 
because of the interpretation that you 
just go to sleep after a while. You just 
get used to hearing these people rattle 
on and they can't communicate. It's 
such a problem to ask for more money 
they just all talk in this big circle and 
nothing ever happens. 


In all the motorcycle racing in 
Europe everybody is saying the same 
thing, and so far nobody's doing 
anything. 

"Pretty hard to penetrate them." 
Looks like our big chance to see you 
this year will be at Sears Point? 
"Yeah, I'd like to talk about Sears 
Point. I don't even know if they are 
racing in Laguna Seca or not, but are 
they supposed to be? As usual, they 
haven't contacted me. They'll wait a 
week ahead and call. I signed the 
thing, before I got hurt, to do Sears 
Point because I felt that Sears Point is 
a good enough race, and it could be a 
real good race only if they had enough 
advertisement value pulling in people. 
If they didn't pull in any people this 
year, they weren't going to have 
another motorcycle race. I didn't 
really want to see the whole thing go 
down the tubes, so I worked out an 
agreement with them. They worked 
with me and they've really been good. 
I know Moselle who runs it; the last 
time I raced there we had some 
business with PR, and he's really a 
super guy. We signed a deal way 
before 1 went to Japan and got hurt, 
and it was a big shock to Mr. Hata, 
who is director of all racing, when he 
found I had to race in America on July 
l5th. That was a big shock to him 
because he didn't know it, but I had 
already signed up. He wanted me to 











cancel it because he wanted me to do 
750 races somewhere, and I said, ‘No, 
I can't, I can't get out of it.’ But I 
thought I'd do it because I think that if 
I don’t and they don’t pull the people 
— they might pull a good crowd, but 
if they don’t, there’s not going to be 
another race there. I don’t really feel 
like road racing should die in America 
from lack of people. 

"I think I'll ride the 500 there, not 
because I think I can do better, 
because I think no one’s ever seen a 
500 and I think that it would be more 
interesting for me to ride a 500. Okay, 
I might get beat; I don’t really care 
but it would be more interesting to 
me. And I think it would be more 
interesting t the people to see 
something like that, something other 
than a race where I just go out with a 
750 and I've got more power and I just 
go off and leave everybody. So that's 
why I decided to do it on a 500." 

Do you enjoy racing there alot? 

“I don't enjoy it at all. I rode around it 
with my back when I finally got out of 
bed — 15 laps — and it really is 
bumpy. You know, they've been 
racing cars around there so long it’s 
really bumpy. The 500 doesn't 
necessarily like bumps, it's so light. It's 
probably 80 lbs. lighter than a 750, 
and it just doesn't go with them, it goes 
over them. And I'm glad I've got a 
long time to wait because the back's 
not strong enough to go through that 
place. 

“But as far as the racetrack, I enjoy 
it. It's a good racetrack, it’s just that 
the bumps that the cars are making in 
the asphalt is hard to ride on." 

Is it foreseeable that you ride in 
Laguna Seca this year? 

"I haven't talked to Laguna Seca at 
all. I haven't even seen Laguna Seca 
this year. Right now, I have no plans 
to ride Laguna Seca. No definite plans 
anyway. I don't even know when it is. 
I've only got about six more races to 
do, GP-wise. I got one at Sears Point." 


How do you feel about American 
Road Racing going to 500cc's? 

"I think it's a good idea. I've always 
thought it was a good idea. There was 
talk about going 500cc street bikes and 
this and that, I said, ‘Well, it’s fine 
and dandy, but it separates us from 
the rest of the world.’ And I said I'd 
like to see the Europeans start coming 
back over here because that was when 
racing was at its biggest when there 
were Europeans coming over here. 
And if there's no 500s, there's just no 
Europeans, because 750s are going 
out. 

"Id like to see the 750s gone out 
because a privateer can't afford to buy 
parts for a 500 and 750; he should just 
buy parts for a 500 and race it 
everywhere. They're not making any 
money. 

"In America, it should be 500, 
because that's what everybody's going 
racing with. Suzuki sells them, and I 
believe that Yamaha may start selling 
them. I think that with Honda coming 
back...they say when the factories, 
when the factories come back that's 
gonna make the racing. 

"Racing motorcycles, I believe, has 
stemmed from the dealer level for a 
long time. Where if Honda's not 
racing and the Kawasaki factory is not 
there and the Suzuki factory is not 
there, the Suzuki dealers ain't coming 
— or most of them unless they are die- 
hard race fans. But if their factory is 
going to be there — and I saw it, I 
have seen it — every dealer who comes 
is going to bring 20 people with him 
from around his own little dealership. 
If you can get the factories back in, 
you got the advertising dollars because 
you got the promotion; you got the 
race now. With one factory there it's 
just — you're gonna get the Yamaha 
people there, it's gonna be a Yamaha 
race and it's no good for anybody." €

High-Point Racing's Danny 
Turner took the long drive 
down from Sacramento to Fre- 
mont's Wednesday night CMC 
Stadium Cross and it was well worth 
his time and effort: The Kawasaki 
campaigner again pulled off. his 
second 250cc Pro win in as many 
weeks. In 125cc Pro action Hayward 
Yamaha's Billy Johnson duked it out 
with young Mike Holmes to claim a 
hard fought victory; John Handelin 
was victorious in the big bore feature. 

Under the direction of ZAP/CMC 
MX director, Larry Kleist, the 
Fremont track is in the best shape ever 
here at the windy, bayside circuit. A 
new style start gate, along with a built 
in sprinkler system and excellent 
tractor work, combined to make a 
safe, comfortable, yet challenging 
moto-course. 

With the sun beaming down on the 
racers, the first 250cc Pro bash started 
with a bang as Fremont Yamaha's 
Danny Castelhano and Jerome 
Heiburger (Tripes Honda) shot out of 
the gate together. Kawasaki of 
Sacramento's Dan Turner and Bruce 
Manzoni aboard the Brian Otto Maico 
were nestled directly behind the front 
runners. The tricky first turn was too 
much for Heiburger to cope with and 
he bit the dirt hard on his Factory RC 
Honda. Turner saw the light and shot 
through the melee to snatch the 
premier position. Castelhano, 
Handelin and Manzoni were all 
grouped together, a taste behind the 
KX of Turner. But Turner was 
standing on the power and opened up 
a second sizeable lead. Manzoni had 
seen enough of fourth and wicked his 
Maico to the max to pass Handelin 
and Castelhano to snatch second place 
about five seconds behind Turner. 





Back in the pack, Kenny Rodriquez 
(Hon) and Big John Roeder (Mai) were 
keeping a good pace up ahead of Dave 
McRae (HOH) and Will Archer (Mai). 
At the close of moto one it was Turner, 
Manzoni, Castelhano and Rodriguez 
claiming the top spots. 

The sparse line up of 125cc Pros 
provided a classic battle between 


' veteran Billy Johnson and rookie Mike 


Holmes. Johnson, aboard a Yamaha, 
held off repeated challenges of the 
Jensen Cycle hot prospect for nine laps 
of the 10 lap moto. With the flag in 
sight Holmes clutched his Suzuki to 
the max and roosted under Johnson to 
claim the opening moto win. 

Moto two was a carbon copy of the 
first, except Billy J's experience paid 
off and he hung on to take the second 
moto win and overall 125cc Pro 
laurels. Jerry Edie (Yam) held on to 
claim the third place position. 

In Sportsman action Mike Duvall 
held off G. Hutto and John Gardner to 
capture the 125cc Intermediate win. 
The lanky Gardner really showed what 
he is made of as the Yamaha speedster 
took the opening moto win while 
Hutto played upon Gardner to get off 
to win the second moto. Duvall stayed 
cool with consistent finishes to grab 
the victory. 

In Mini-action, the speedster from 
San Jose, Allan Silhenech, rode his R- 
M80 out of the Jensen Cycles stable to 
claim the Mini segment of the night's 
racing.

Lawson leads the 
way at Sears Pt. 
AFM RR

SONOMA, CA, JUNE 3 
Southern Californian Eddie Law- 
son, aboard the Ted Dann- 
sponsored Yamaha TZ 250, cap- 
tured first place in the 250cc GP 
'war' held at Sears Point. Lawson's win 
gives him a commanding lead in 250cc 
GP division of the three race ND Spark 
Plug Golden State Road Race Series, 
as he also won the first leg at Riverside 
last month. The series comes to a 
conclusion (June 10) at Ontario Motor 
Speedway, with a total purse of $2,000 
going to the top three riders in four 
classes (250cc GP, 125cc GP, 410cc 
Production, and Open Superstreet). 

Lawson's win didn't come easy. Glen 
Shopher (Shoer/ND/Fairway Yam/ 
Farm House Rest. TZ 250) led the open- 
ing charge up the hill, with Al Collins 
(Eric Heczko TZ 250), Doug Draper 
(Berkeley Yam/Bill Smith TZ), Dave 
Garoutte (DKG TZ), and Lawson all 
hot on his heels. Collins passed 
Shopher and led lap three briefly until 
Lawson charged past Glen and Al to 
take the lead. By the fourth lap Eddie 
had established a four-second lead and 
Dave Garoutte had passed Collins for 
second place.

ly battling for the lead that Leggitt 
had relinquished, and in doing so were 
putting a good distance between them- 
selves and third-place Greg Goodman 


(South City Honda MT125R). Francis: 


Mazur (Yam 250) and Rob Stabile 
(Rob's Pool Repair Yam 250) were also 
doing the same in the 250cc 
Production class (both classes run 
simultaneously) until Frank bit out, 
uninjured, exiting turn 11. Merkel 
and Winters played a cat-and-mouse 
game throughout the race. "He'd get 
me on the uphill," said Winters (AFM 
#1), “and I followed his draft for most 
of the race.” The final turn of the last 
lap saw Winters still drafting Merkel, 
then accelerating past Merkel in a 
final dash for the finish. But Merkel 
re-passed Number One just before the 
finish line for the win. “They said I 
pulled out (of the draft) too early,” 
reasoned Winters, but the two San 
Joaquin Valley residents put on a great 
show nonetheless. Greg Goodman 
rounded out the top three. 

Thad Wolff (RD350 Yam) in only 
his third visit to Sears Point, got the 
holeshot and went on to win 410cc 
Production easily over ‘Iron Man’ John 
Chermak (350 Yam) and Tom Chew 
(Smokamoto Prod. RD350). “Since I 
crashed at Riverside the bike hasn't 
handled right. I slid many times in 
turn 11, and turn seven was slippery, 
too," said Thad, who is actively 
searching for sponsors to support his 
410cc Production effort. His win today 
puts him in the driver’s seat to win the 
ND 410cc top prize. 


Open Superstreet was won by Kerry 
Bryant (Goodyear Kaw Z-1). The 
Camino, CA resident got by Chuck 
Parme (Kaw Z-1) on the first lap and 
never looked back, despite a painful 
bruised knee that resulted from 
bumping a persuader in an earlier 
practice session. Newton Hildebrand 
(Nor Cal 998cc Suzuki) got by Parme, 
and Chuck settled for third. 

An amazing finish occurred in the 
0-600cc Superstreet class: two highly- 
modified single-cylinder motorcycles 
placed one-two. Piloted by Nick 
Theroux (Lillie/Redline/M.C. Eng.) 
and Jack Baker (Heighho/Baker Rac- 
ing) respectively, the two 500cc 
Yamaha-powered machines dicing 
back and forth during this fast-paced 
race were reincarnations of a bygone 
era, when the single was king. “I was 
biding my time until the last lap. The 
only place I could get him (Baker) was 
in the Carousel, but I was too intent on 
winning!” reflected Nick on his narrow 
victory. Jack was equally excited, and 
credits engine work by Parra 
O'Siachain (“I had motor on 
Theroux”) and a DKG frame (“it 





handles so great I'd want to kiss the 
guy who built it”) with his fine second 
place. Buena Park’s John Matherson 
(Independent Repair Honda 500) 
berserkoed his way into third place. 

Sears notes: The next AFM points 
race at Sears Point, June 24, will see all 
club profits donated toward the fight 
against multiple sclerosis, with race 
results counting toward prizes offered 
by Bates Leathers. 

The expected challenge offered by 
Danny Coe in the 125cc GP race never 
materialized. Coe, whose exotic Can- 
Am/Tony. Murphy-sponsored C-A 
features a Rotax cylinder head, rotary 
valve intake, and rear-exiting exhaust, 
fractured its head pipe during the 
race. “All the parts come from 
Austria, so we have to do a lot of 
waiting,” explained Coe. 

The fast pace in all classes today 
took its toll in all classes, with bummer 
of the day going to Jill Keenan’s turn 
one getoff. Jill suffered a deep gash in 
her leg and a broken shoulder. As 
usual, the ambulance crews and the 
National Motorcycle Patrol were up to 
the tasks. 

Despite repeated efforts by AFM 
officials, spectators persisted in 
viewing the race from hazardous 
places; notably the off-limits areas 
between turn 11 and start/finish. An 
untimely seizure or collision. could 
have easily sent a bike over the short 
wall and into the crowd. For the sake 
of safety and AFM insurance rates, 
please keep your distance while ;you 
enjoy the races.

OMRA Mother's 
Day 100

DESCHUTES NAT'L FOREST, OR 
MAY13 


Dust and heat have halted 
OMRA desert events until fall. 
This “Mother's Day 100" was 
the last run until fall, so now 


the riders have to be content to trail 
ride, motocross, or ride enduros. 
Central Oregon BLM does not allow 
desert racing during the summer 
months. But that's just as well, as the 
riders would not appreciate the 
mountainous clouds of volcanic dust. 

The "Mother's Day 100" was 
advertised as “two days of woods 
riding” that’s what they got. A team 
race on an 18 mile course took place 
Saturday and a 32 mile course was 
tackled Sunday. 

Friday, riders were already arriving 
in an area the USFS had granted 
permission to use as a starting and 
camping area that many desert riders 
had worked on two and one-half years 
previous. A beautiful spot to camp, 
almost dust free, as the ground is "pop 
corn pumice," ("pop corn pumice" is 
small white rocks that are so light they 
float on water) plenty of jack pines to 
camp under. 

The only disadvantage to this nice 
wooded area is a smaller starting area 
than the desert rider is used to. There's 
room enough to start maybe 100 
riders, so the USFS put an 80 rider 
limit on the start. The start was on a 
big pumice flat that narrows down to a 
pretty tight trail that has big whoops 
in it. 

The team event had 66 teams which 


were divided into four groups: 
Lightweight ^ and heavyweight 
Amateur and lightweight and 


heavyweight Expert. All of the Experts 
started first. A local rider, Don 
Marcoulier, tangled handlebars with 
another rider in those big whoops, 
unloaded, and broke some vertebrae 
in his back. Marcoulier was 
hospitalized for a couple of days, but is 
up walking around now. In the next 
wave, (Amateur LW & HW) Jim 
Hogan of Kent, WA was used for 
traction by some unknown rider. No 
serious injuries, but it was bad enough 
that he didn’t ride anymore Saturday 
or at all on Sunday. 

The team course consisted of very 
tight trails and some very fast roads, 
18 miles in length, with each rider 
making three laps, changing riders 
each lap. Dale Demaris and Tom Lillis 
proved their last team win in February 
was no fluke by also winning this one. 

Sunday morning, 119 riders had 
signed up to ride. Due to the pile ups 
on Saturday's start, it was decided to 
have several starts. Dead engine, 





straddle the front wheel. Club 
member Denny Howard held up his 
bright orange jacket and when he 
dropped it everyone on the line headed 


: across the white pumice flat about 300 


yards to the start of the trail. All 
Experts and Old Timers went in the 
first wave. Then the Open Amateurs, 
then the 250cc Amateurs and then 
everyone else, which consisted of the 
200cc Amateurs, 125cc Amateurs and 
the Trail Bike class. Each start was 
followed by a club member on a bike 
with the Deschutes County Search & 
Rescue ambulance near by. When it 
was, determined that no riders were 
lying on the course in the first mile, 
the next wave was started. There was 
some concern that the 250cc or Open 
Experts would negotiate the 32 mile 
course before the last wave was 
started. No problem. It was taking the 
Experts about 55 minutes per lap. The 
Experts finally did catch up and they 
lapped many riders on their third lap. 

At the end of lap one Joe 
McCormick was in the lead, followed 
closely by Dale Demaris, both riding 
250cc Husqvarnas. Close behind was 
Ed Davis, the eventual winner, riding 
a 390cc Husky. 

McCormick later dropped out and 
Demaris held the lead until somewhere 
on the third lap. He fouled a plug and 
then could not catch the hard 
charging Ed Davis for the overall win. 
Davis, of Tacoma, WA has never 
ridden the high desert of Oregon 
before and he had a fantastic ride. 

Oregon residents are required to 
join OMRA to ride desert events. Out- 
of-state riders can join and go for 
points and trophies for the three top 
riders in each class. The out-of-state 
riders are doing alright with Ron 
Dillon of Caldwell, ID leading the 
250cc Expert division; Willis Taylor 
leading the 125cc Amateurs; Richard 
McUne of Selah, WA leading the 
Open Amateurs; Bob Bushey of 
Canby, CA in charge of the 250cc 
Amateurs; Vancouver, WA rider Mike 
Richart has the lead in the 125cc 
Expert. These mid-season standings 
are unofficial, but I believe accurate. 
That's five out of 10 classes: Come on 
you Oregon riders. Are you going to 
stand still for third?

NEW ORLEANS, LA, JUNE 3 

GNC, the people that bring 
Supercross racing to America's 
grass-roots motocrossers, com- 
pleted a very successful southern 
campaign today in the New Orleans 
Superdome. The New Orleans race, 
unlike the prestigious Houston 
Astrodome Grand National Champion- 
ship International Final held every 
March, is an invitational event and is 
not preceeded by months of qualifying 
and eliminations. The Superdome 
Amateur National is a major league 
production with awards approaching 
the $10,000 mark and sponsorship by 
such biggies as Hi-Point, Bosch, and 
Scott Goggles. With rider partici- 
pation. less than a thousand, the 
day's activities were more relaxed 
allowing everyone to concentrate on 
the best possible racing. A late 
decision by the organiers not to change 
the already excellent Supercross track 
that the Pros used the night before 
proved to be the right move as the 
racing was not only super competitive 
but amazingly accident free. 

One of the 24 finalists in the 50cc 
Mini Mini class waiting for the drop of 
the gate was B.B. McLeod from 
Laurel Hill, Florida. When the gate 
dropped for the 50cc final, McLeod on 
his Hi-Point sponsored Suzuki was 
third behind Ronnie Tichenor from 
Florida and Angie Scott from Texas. 
Carefully picking his lines, B.B. swept 
past both leaders on the first lap to 
take the lead he would never 
relinquish. McLeod opened up a 
sizeable margin before the end of the 
race and cruised home with a 
satisfying win. 

Texas college student Mickey 
Pizzitola swept both Pro classes last 
March in the Astrodome. To prove 
that it was no fluke, Mickey came to 
New Orleans confident that he could 
do it again. He did, and this time it 


» was even easier. Pizzitola, riding for 





the Howard Racing Team on Hondas, 
holeshot and led every lap of the 125cc 
and 250cc Expert classes. Building a 
safe margin during the early laps while 
his competition sorted themselves out, 
Mickey just clicked off flawless laps 
until he saw the checkered flag. The 
125cc race was ironic in that Todd 
Young from Louisiana, exactly as he 
had done last March in the 
Astrodome, broke out of the pack and 
set off in pursuit of Pizzitola. Hoping 
to avenge his narrow Houston defeat, 
Todd had fire in his eyes as he closed 
in on Pizzitola's Honda but the curse 
had not been lifted. Young crashed 
dropping back to eighth at the finish. 

The 250cc Expert final was pure 
and simple A Mickey Pizzitola 
runaway. Exploding off the start gate, 
Mickey consistently made time on his 
pursuers until he built up a 10 second 
advantage by the end; no one even 
came close. But behind Pizzitola's 
vapor trail came an excellent three 
way battle for third involving Suzuki 
rider Hugh Grayson from Louisiana, 
Bill Hobson (Hon) from Mississippi, 
and Darryl Heisler from Alabama. 
This particular battle saw Hobson 
break away for a secure second; 
Grayson succumbing to the charge of 
Carlo Musso and Dave Stransky; and 
Heisler putting up an inspired defense 
on the final lap to hold back 
Louisiana's Musso and Florida's 
Stransky. 


Billy Click from Houston, Texas 
won the Over-30 class on a B.C. 
Enterprises Honda to remain 
undefeated for two years. Click won 
the Superdome race last year, as well 
as the Astrodome championship two 
years in a row, and continues to be the 
only Over-30 winner the GNC has ever 
recognized. Billy Hobbs from Texas 
made it a great race as he chased Click 
all over the floor of the Superdome, 
sometimes fading back and at others 
appearing capable of mounting a 
serious threat. But Click is a master of 
this type of motocross and makes very 
few mistakes following his customary 
holeshot. 

A couple of other fellows came to 
the Superdome in New Orleans 
looking for the win that they almost 
had in Houston. One was “Bullet Ben” 
Theriot from. Denham Springs, 








Louisiana. A crash victim while 
leading in Houston, Theriot played 
the smart game today to win the 250cc 
Intermediate class. Finding himself in 
second on the first lap behind Texan 
James Labarba, Theriot patiently 
waited for an opening and squirted by 
for the lead on the fourth lap. Ben on 
his Honda World CR 250 motored to a 
big lead over runner-up Labarba who 
ran a very impressive race. 

Andy Murray from Corpus Christi, 
Texas won the 125cc Novice class 
riding a Kawasaki. It was a sweet 
victory. Murray was fourth at the start 
behind Jon Liddie from Alabama, 
Randy Stewart and Fritz Heiduck 
from Louisiana. By the second lap the 
top four were swapping positions in 
and out of every corner. Eventually 
“Hurricane” Heiduck grabbed the 
lead with Murray right behind. 
Heiduck got in trouble traversing the 
finish line whoops and Murray roared 
around for the lead. At the finish 
Andy was all smiles and three seconds 
ahead of Heiduck, Stewart and Kenny 
Cox from Georgia who stormed up on 
the last lap. 

The Minibike stock class, because 
of the fact that the machines are dead 
stock, usually produces the most 
competitive minibike racing in the 
GNC line-up. The New Orleans race 
was no exception. Following Jerry 
Howell's incredible holeshot, Todd 
Bray, on the E.C. Birt Special, 
gobbled him up and took the point on 
the first lap. Tibbs McCullough 
quickly grabbed second and Greg 
Fouts third. The three Minibike 
superstars hounded each other 
unmercifully with Fouts slipping 
around McCullough, both bashing 
into Bray's rear fender. Something 
had to give and it did. McCullough 
stalled his Nogales Cycle Center 
Suzuki and couldn't catch back up. It 
would be settled between Bray and 
Fouts. Fouts swept his Denton Suzuki 
inside Bray by stuffing him at a 
corner, but Todd was back in front as 
he powered around Fouts through a 
sweeper. A lapped rider on the final 
lap slowed Bray and Greg Fouts almost 
got him, but didn't. Todd Bray won 
the best race of the day over Fouts, 
McCullough and Derick Latham from 
Oklahoma. 


Todd Bray and Greg Fouts were the 
leaders starting the Minibike Senior 
event but that didn't last long as Bryan 
Taylor outjumped them both over 
Honda Hill. Taylor looked like he was 
going to run away with it until he 
made a rare mistake and dropped his 
Yamaha. Bray and Fouts were hung 
up with Taylor's machine and Scooter 
Stafford used the opportunity to get 
out front on his Yamaha Motors YZ. 
Within several laps things had settled 
down with Stafford running perfectly 
in the lead, Bray second, Derrick 
Latham on a Kawasaki third and 
Carroll Richardson fourth. Todd 
Bray's Suzuki dropped out with engine 
problems on ,the final lap as 
Richardson moved his Denton Suzuki 
past Latham for second and Marty 
Brown worked around Bobby Gilbert 
for fourth at the finish. Scooter 
Stafford went on to win the Senior 
class with a convincing margin beating 
the best Minibike pilots in a six state 
area. > 


The Minibike Junior class didn't 
lack for excitement either. Angie Scott 
rocketed her Russell Allen Kawasaki 
KX 80 into the lead but fell allowing 
Greg Thomas and Danny Storbeck 
into the first positions. Chuck 
Wilkerson, Warren Dailey and Stacy 
Marek were next to follow. Greg 
Thomas and Danny Storbeck on 


Suzukis played cat and mouse for 
seven laps but Storbeck couldn't force 
a mistake or find a way around, and 
Thomas handled the pressure like a 
pro for the win. 

Randy Hatten holeshot the 100cc 
final on his Yamaha International 
Y¥Z100cc but that didn't last long as 
Randy slipped down eventually taking 
third. Daniel Schmitt assumed the first 
position and confidently slipped away 
from all challengers to win by five 
seconds aboard a Yamaha. 

Robert Buisson, Jr. returned for the 
125cc Intermediate contest which he 
won on his Vernon's Cycle Yamaha. 
Buisson chased Mississippi ace Wayne 
Thompson for three laps until he 
skyrocketed over Honda Hill for the 
lead. Behind them, Bubba Wilson was 
slicing through the pack with Gene 
Hegemeyer in his draft. This pair 
swapped positions as they moved into 
third and fourth on the last lap. At the 
finish Buisson’ beat Thompson; and 
Hegemeyer lost just enough control of 
his Suzuki in the finish line whoops to 
give up third place to Wilson. 

250cc Novice rider Doug Melton 
and Open Intermediate contestant 
Glen Guedry probably consoled each 
other late that night crying into their 
beers. Both riders rode brilliantly 
holding back every challenge until the 
final lap on the final set of whoop-de- 
dos before the flag and then crashed, 
losing the Superdome National by six 
feet. Guedry had the saddest tale to 
tell because he couldn't restart his bike 
and finished out of the top 10. Tim 
Wagner was the beneficiary of 
Guedry's misfortune, winning the 
Open Intermediate class. 


At least Doug Melton didn't lose 
everything in the 250cc Novice final. 
After some furious early lap racing, 
things settled down to a three rider 
battle for the win. Melton and Texas 
riders Darren McKee and Jerry 
Friedrich had broken away from the 
field and put on a four lap no holds 
barred slugfest right down to the last 
straightaway. Sprinting for the 
checkered flag, Melton made a fatal 
mistake when he glanced over to see 
McKee closing from the outside of the 
track. In that split second Melton lost 
control over the final set of 
treacherous whoops and bounced 
across the finish line on top of his 
handlebars and in second position 
behind winner Darren McKee on a 
Spruill Honda CR. Friedrich on a 
Kawasaki was third.

Aksland wins Loudon ‘war’

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 17 


While Yamaha riders Skip 


Aksland, Rich 


Schlachter and Gene Romero occupied win- 
ner’s circle after a red flag was waved to stop 
the 56th Annual Laconia Classic on the 32nd 


of 47 scheduled laps, one on- 
looker described what he had 
just witnessed as a “damn war.” 


The event was stopped when. 


the carnage around the 1.6-mile Bryar 
Motor Sport Park road race course was 
more than the track's ambulance 
crews could handle. National winners 
Mike Baldwin and Ted Boody were 
taken to a nearby hospital with broken 
limbs while other riders were treated 


at trackside or also taken to the 
hospital. 

The race itself was also a war — a 
five-rider war among Aksland, 
Schlachter, Romero, Dale Singleton 
and Baldwin. 

With temperatures in the 90's, 
concern was expressed prior to the 
day's races for both riders and 
machinery. Among the front runners, 
only Aksland's PJl Special Yamaha 
finished the abbreviated race with no 





mechanical problems. Runnerup Rich 
Schlachter endured “vibration 
problems" and third and fourth 
place finishers Gene Romero and Dale 
Singleton contested the latter laps 
aboard failing mounts. 


Heats 

Two five-lap heat races were run 
Sunday morning to determine grid 
positions for the afternoon’s National. 

The first heat had the large 
gathering of New England race fans 
screaming with delight as Connecticut 
residents Mike Baldwin and Rich 
Schlachter turned in one helluva race. 
Baldwin led the first four laps with 
Schlachter in tow. But on the final 
lap, Schlachter took the lead and the 
win. Singleton, Aksland and Bruce 
Paterson finished 3-4-5. 

Aksland's charge was slowed when 
he "leaned her over and the rear brake 
lever wrapped around the foot peg.” 

Gene Romero, making his debut as 


a Busch (beer) sponsored rider, rode 
his Busch Special to an easy win in the 
second heat. Burritto was long gone by 
the end of the first lap with Harry 
Klinzmann holding down an equally 
lonely second throughout the race. 


Behind the front running pair, it 
was a different story as veteran road 
racer John Long and Ted Boody, who 
was competing in only his second 
750cc road race, turned in a dice for 
third that went to Boody. Long was 
dropped to sixth by Bruce Hammer 
and David Emde. 


National 


Rich Schlachter, by virtue of posting 
the fastest heat time, was on the pole 
for the National, but it was Dale “Pig 
Farmer” Singleton and his Taylor 
White Racing/Beaulieu of America- 
sponsored Yamaha _ pulling the 
holeshot off the grid. Singleton's lead 
lasted but for a moment as Romero

swooped by him and led the field 
around the twisty “up close” track. 

The order at the end of the first lap 
was Romero, Aksland, Baldwin, 
Singleton, Schlachter, Boody and 
Mark Jones. 

The front five stayed that way until 
Schlachter dropped Singleton to fifth 
on the ninth lap. But the spots behind 
the front running quintet shuffled on 
each lap. Bruce Paterson and Bruce 
Hammer joined Boody and Jones in 
the scrap for sixth, but Boody and 
Paterson's race came to an end with a 
pair of heavy get-offs in turn one and 
on the 10th lap. 

Boody, who entered the event sitting 
in eighth place in the Winston Pro 
Series point standings, suffered 
fractures of the left wrist and right 
knee, a dislocated elbow, a lacerated 
left knee, and multiple abrasions. He 
was in intensive care at Concord 
Hospital following the race. 

Paterson was listed in satisfactory 
condition with fractured ribs. 

By lap 13 both Schlachter and 
Singleton had fallen back from the 
dice for the lead which was being 
heatedly contested by Romero, 
Aksland and Baldwin. Aksland took 
the lead from Romero going into the 
first turn at the beginning of the 14th 
lap and Baldwin moved his Kawasaki 
by Romero two laps later. But on the 
next lap, the 17th, defending U.S. 
Road Racing Champion Baldwin 
unloaded in the high-speed sweeper on 
the back straight.

Romero described Baldwin's get-off 
as “one of those things you have no 
control over. He shifted and the rear 
end just went away.” 

Schlachter, who was next on the 
scene, said, “I saw Mike-bike-Mike- 
bike-Mike-bike. I knew it was a heavy 
one." 

Baldwin, who had planned to fly to 
Holland immediately after the race to 
compete in next Sunday's Dutch GP, 
suffered a fractured right femur and a 
fractured right elbow. 

With ambulances on the course, the 
field began to string out. Aksland was 
able to pull away from Romero by 
approximately a second per lap, and 
by the 20th lap had built up a six- 
second gap. 


Romero had more than that on 
Schlachter, as did Rich on Dale 
Singleton. Singleton "lost the clutch" 
and was forced to shift without it and 
couldn't use the rear brake while doing 
So. 


Schlachter caught up with Romero 
on the 28th lap and took over second 
on the following lap. Romero later 
detailed his problems, saying, "My 
ignition started going away and the 
bike wouldn't work under 9,800 rpm. I 
had to shift it down to first gear in just 
about every corner to get her to pull. It 
make me sick because Pete Davies and 
Nick Deligianas had done such a super 
job in preparing the bike. Here I was 
with Busch sponsorship — and you 
know their slogan is ‘Head for the 





early part of the race. He is followed by 


mountains’ and here we were with the 
Don Vesco/Busch Special in New 
Hampshire’s White Mountains. 
Anyway, third beats fourth.” 

Despite his problems, Romero 
salvaged third because Dale Singleton 
was having his own problems, as 
described earlier. But the fast early 
pace of the pair had left them 
comfortably ahead of the rest of the 
field and when the red flag came out 
they were home free. 


That final lap was run with Texan 
Harry Cone andan unidentified rider 
being attended to at the start/finish 
line after they had unloaded there. 


While most eyes were either on 
Aksland and Schlachter or following 
Romero and Singleton's problems — 
not to mention the circulating 
ambulances — Miles Baldwin moved 
the ex-Mike Baldwin Yamaha, sans 
fairing, into a fifth place finish. Three 
Californians — Dave Emde, Bruce 
Hammer and Harry Klinzmann — 
followed Baldwin across the line while 
Mark Jones and John Samway rounded 
out the top 10. 

While most riders attended to 
dehydrated bodies and suffering 
machines in anticipation of a restart, 
the officials got their heads together 
and decided to call it a race. 

Aksland, occupying the victor's spot 
in winner's circle, told the crowd via 
announcer Roxy Rockwood's 
microphone, "I wanted Romero to 
pace it at the beginning so I could see

where he could go fast and where I 
could pass him. It all worked out. 
We're through falling down, and now 
we're going back to the dirt to race 
those guys who don't have the guts to 
road race." 


Roxy told Skip he'd be sure and 
relay that latter statement to the dirt 
racers at Santa Fe and Columbus next 
weekend. That brought a grimace to 
Skip's face, but he regrouped and said, 
"I want to thank my brother Bud for 
tuning the bike and thank PJ1 
Lubricants, Lectron, Arai and 
Goodyear for their help." 

Runnerup Rich Schlachter said the 
heat wasn't really a problem until you 
stopped, described his vibration 
problems, and expressed thanks for 
the help Joe and Fred LaBerge of Sky 
Cycle in Leominster, Massachusetts, 
had given him. 


While the injury toll put a damper 
on the event, the crowd, which 
appeared to be a record one for Bryar 
Motor Sport Park, filed out of the 
facility knowing they had gotten their 
money's worth of top notch road 
racing. e.

Schlachter survives shortened 


Superbike race

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 17 


Rich Schlachter won the shortened Superbike 
Production race in what could be considered a 
hollow victory for the Connecticut rider. When 
the red flag came out on lap 21 of the 25 lap 


event, Schlachter, aboard the 
George Vincensi-sponsored and 
tuned Ducati, had a slim margin 
of breathing room over the Kawa- 


sati Motors Corporation entry of Mike 
Baldwin. 

To make matters more interesting, 
the Yoshimura R&D of America 
Suzuki of Wes Cooley was in a similar 
position with Freddie Spencer and the 
American Berliner Corp/Reno Leoni 
Ducati right behind. What was the 
race strategy of the above quartet? 
We'll never know. 

The accident that brought out the 
red flag happened on lap 11 and 
involved Steve McLaughlin and his 
Racecrafter's International Kawasaki 
and Dan Chivington, aboard his 
Chivington Honda sponsored Honda. 
Chivington was the first rider down 
and it appears that McLaughlin, with 
no place to go, hit the downed rider 
and also went down hard. The area of 
the accident — a very fast high speed 
sweeper — did not have an ambulance 
in it and after examination by medics 
on the scene it was decided to stop the 
race so that Chivington could receive 





further attention. Chivington was 
being attended to by a neurosurgeon 
at presstime and no further 
information was available. 

The first of two qualifying heats fell 
to Baldwin with Harry Klinzmann 
second followed by Schlachter. Steve 
McLaughlin added a third Kawasaki 
to the pack with Suzuki-mounted John 
Bettencourt fifth. 

The second heat appeared to be a 
runaway by Cooley over Spencer 
although it was a full three seconds 
slower than heat one making Cooley 
the only rider from heat two on the 
front row of the final grid. Roberto 
Pietri and Dennis Smith Suzuki'ed 
their way to third and fourth with 
Keith Code, on a Kawasaki, fifth. 

Wes Cooley blasted off the line to 
grab the lead as the green flag waved, 
with McLaughlin, Baldwin, 
Klinzmann, Reg Pridmore, 
Bettencourt, Schlachter, Code and 
Spencer very close behind. 

Daytona Superbike race winner Ron 
Pierce had to start at the rear of the 
second wave after an all night session 
to replace a broken crank in his 
Yoshimura R&D of America Suzuki 





which happened on the final lap of the 
final practice session prior to the 
qualifying heats. "It's a stock crank," 
said Pierce before the start. "We'll 
have to see how it runs." 

Pierce was already through the 
second wave by the end of lap one and 
working on catching the tail end riders 
on the first wave who had had a 10- 
second lead by virtue of the starting 
procedure. 


Cooley saw his lead shrink on each 
of the first four laps until McLaughlin 
powered around on lap five. “I was 
having trouble with the rear tire,” 
Cooley would say later. “It just 
wouldn't stick." 

Baldwin, in third, was feeling the 
pressure of Klinzmann as Spencer held 
off a pack led by Bettencourt and 
Pridmore, and it was shaping up to be 
one helluva fight with everyone 
looking for openings around the rider 
in front. 

Baldwin powered his way around 
Cooley on lap eight and began to close 
on McLaughlin while Klinzmann tried 
to move on Cooley. Schlachter and 
Bettencourt had moved in to join the 
party while Pierce was making short 
work of the traffic in front of him and 
had worked his way to 14th. 

Klinzmann snapped off his shift 
lever on the next lap and began to 
drop back before pulling into the pits 
six laps later. Meanwhile, Schlachter 
moved around Cooley while Baldwin 
was setting up McLaughlin for a pass 
into the lead on lap 10. 

Baldwin dropped McLaughlin to

second as the pair swept through turn 
one on lap 10. As they moved into 
slower traffic, the pair set up to pass 
Chivington and the accidents 
happened. 

On the same lap, Pridmore came 
into the pits complaining of no rear 
brake. He came right back out. 

Schlachter moved quickly to cut 
Baldwin's lead. "My rear tire was 
working really well," said Schlacher 
who had chosen a softer compound 
with a different contour to those riders 
in front and behind him, and it was 
paying off. 

On lap 15, things really started 
getting tight. Schlachter was putting a 
wheel on Baldwin wherever and 
whenever he could, testing and 
probing. On lap 17 it paid off as 
Schlachter took over exiting the 
lefthand sweeper coming onto the pit 
straight. 

Cooley had been shadowing Spencer 
since lap 12 looking for a way back 
into third. On lap 18 he found it and 
opened up a little room while Baldwin 
stalked Schlachter apparently waiting 
for the right moment. 

It never came. Race strategy or no, 
the red flag in the hand of starter Mike 
Anthony put an end to the suspense of 
a last lap duel to the finish. e

Tripes, Mosier clean-sweep 
Sears Point

SONOMA, CA, JUNE 17 


"I'm ready to do it again!" an obviously-pumped 
Gaylon Mosier told announcer Bruce Flanders 
immediately following his second 40-minute- 
plus-two-lap moto victory at the jointly-presented 


Yamaha Gold Cup/Mr. PiBB 
AMA 500cc National Champion- 
ship MX Series race on the 
gnarly, all-new Sears Point Inter- 
national Raceway motocross course. 
Mosier had ridden his Rocky 
Williams-prepared works Uni-Trak 
Kawasaki to a clean-sweep win, riding 
both motos exactly like he'd ridden to 
the Anaheim Supercross victory last 
year: Like no one in the world could 
touch him. 

Team Honda's Marty Tripes, also a 
l-l winner, hadn't found the 250cc 
class easy pickings. Neither win had 
come easily, but the second race in 
particular was nominated for the 
“Moto of the Year" award by many of 
the AMA National MX circuit 
regulars. The win could have gone to 
any of four riders: Hannah, 
Howerton, Weinert or Tripes. But it 
was Marty, riding the Jon Rosenstiel- 
tuned factory Honda, who held out 
longest in both motos. 

“I haven't pushed that hard. in a 


long time!" Tripes exclaimed in a post- 
race recap with Bob Hannah, reigning 
Number One in the class and present 
series point standings leader. Then, 
not to admit to the Hurricane that 
he'd been hard to beat, Tripes 
continued to tease Hannah about 
being second place. 

"It's bad enough letting this guy 
win," Hannah laughed, turning to a 
bystander, “but then I've gotta put up 
with him for a whole week!” 


250cc National 

Jimmy Weinert jammed his Roy 
Turner-prepared Kawasaki into the 
lead going up the long Sears Point start 
chute, then blasted off across the 
dusty, clay-based circuit with Kent 
Howerton, Jeff Jennings and Carlos 
Serrano in tow. As they completed the 
first lap, the order switched with 
Weinert and Howerton duelling for 
the lead, Serrano second and Honda's 
Steve Wise moving up past Jennings 
into fourth. Suzuki's Scott Gillman 
held down fifth place ahead of Larry 


Wosick, David Wood, John Savitski 
and Dean Wiggins. Bob Hannah 
rounded out the top 10; Tripes was 
14th. 

Asked later about his poor start, 
Hannah responded: “A few guys tried 
to make a ham and cheese sandwich 
out of me — and I was the cheese!” 

The natural terrain course proved 
to be extremely difficult. The hard 
clay surface, cracked and dry, broke 
up into fist-sized pieces that got under 
front wheels and knocked the front 
ends right out from under riders when 
they least expected it. Going down in 
the early laps were Jennings, Wise and 
Wosick, and by lap five things had 
changed drastically. 

Lap five saw Howerton overtake 
Weinert for the lead, and Hannah had 
worked his way forward, avoiding 
fallen riders, to take over third place, 
five seconds behind Weinert. Gillman 
held fourth, but Tripes was pushing 
hard, and he got past on the next lap. 

Once in the open, Howerton began 
to put some space between his rear tire 
and Weinert. Pushed by Tripes, 
Hannah closed the gap on second 
place, and by lap seven, only five 
seconds separated Weinert, in second, 
from Tripes in fourth. 

Hannah caught and passed Weinert 
— after the Jammer held him off in a 
neck-and-neck race for almost two 
laps — on the ninth lap. Tripes closed 
on Weinert, pushed hard, and 


overtook the Kawasaki rider on lap 10; - 








; xs PM 
going around the outside on a turn. 


All the while, Hannah had been 
closing on Howerton. 

Two laps later, as Howerton success- 
fully held off frantic passing attempts 
by Hannah, Tripes closed to make it a 


, three-way fight. 


On his unlucky 13th lap, Howerton 
bailed off while leading, restarting in 
third after both Hannah and Tripes 
shot past. 

"I don't even remember that one," 
Kent laughed about it later in the pits, 
“I don't remember how many times I 
fell — I was lying all over the placel 
Normally, you don't make that many 
mistakes, but on this track you were 
out of control half the time!" he 
added, referring to the invasion of the 
giant dirt clods. 

Tripes was showing Hannah no 
mercy out front. For three long laps, 
he pressured the Yamaha rider, trying 
everyway he could find to get past. 
Then, on lap 16, Hannah slid wide, 
hit a fence post, and stepped off. 
Tripes took the lead. Hannah 
remounted quickly and chased Tripes, 
but his five-second deficit stayed 
steady until the moto's end on lap 20. 
Tripes sailed across the final jump to a 
fairly secure win followed by Hannah, 
Howerton, Weinert and Gillman. 
Completing the top 10 were John 
Savitski, Jeff Jennings, Larry Wosick, 
Mike Guerra and Dean Wiggins. 

Master of the Sears Point holeshot 
on the potent Kawasaki, Jimmy 
Weinert scored his second perfect start 
of the day as the gate dropped for the 
second 250cc National class moto. 
Husky rider Mike Guerra was hot on 
his trail this time. David Wood rode in 
third ahead of fast-moving Marty 
Tripes, Carlos Serrano, Kent 
Howerton, Bob Hannah and Jeff 
Jennings. Ron Sun and John Savitski 
filled the top 10. 

By the end of lap one, Tripes had 
jumped up to third behind a close duel 
between Weinert and Guerra. On the 
third time around, Tripes stuffed the 
Honda inside Guerra and slipped into 
second place. By the end of that lap, 
the top four had lined up the race of 
the day: Tripes had taken the lead 
from Weinert — then turned and 
waved at him — and Howerton and 
Hannah were punching it out, right on 
the leaders’ tails. 

Weinert wasn’t going to put up with 
Tripes’ taunting, and on lap four, he 
reclaimed the lead! Marty held the 
Honda close to the Kawasaki's 
bouncing rear knobby, and kept 
pressuring the Jammer. 


Meanwhile, Hannah and Howerton 
were doing a little jamming on their 
own. Hannah found a clean line past 
Howerton as they started the fifth lap, 
but Kent stuck the Suzuki's front wheel 
inside on the next slow turn and 
bumped the Hurricane out of his way! 

“He started pushing me, so I started 
pushing him!” Hannah said. “It’s very 
hard to pass on this track. 

“Do you know how boring it is to 
follow somebody through a turn?!" 
Howerton responded, “I had more fun 
riding that way. You almost have to 
pass that way on this track.” 

Several turns later on the same lap, 
Hannah returned the favor, sending 
Kent sliding toward the fence on a 
grassy hillside turn. 

Only one second separated the top 
four —one second total — on parts of 
the course. And as intense as the battle 
was, it lasted through lap after lap and 
had the spectators on their toes, 
yelling and waving to their favorites. 

On lap seven, Hannah got serious 
and began using every line on the 
course to get past Tripes. He was 
always on Marty's rear tire, always in 
another line. If Tripes had missed a 
shift, or even breathed out of sync, 
Hannah would have been past. On lap 


‘eight, Hannah found a chance’ and’ 





stuffed inside Tripes, moving into 
second place. Then he aimed for the 
Jammer. e 

Still on the eighth lap, Hannah got 
inside Weinert but slipped up and 
forced both of them wide! Tripes and 
Howerton took immediate advantage 
and blasted past. 

“I felt bad about that,” Hannah 
said later. “He (Weinert) was riding 
really clean — I messed him up.” 

On the next lap, Weinert returned 
the “favor” and stuck the Kawasaki in 
under Hannah's Yamaha, moving into 
third. Two laps later, Hannah began 
to move again, repassing Weinert and 
closing the gap on Howerton. He 
passed Howerton in a continuation of 
their bumpercar-style afternoon duel, 
then Kent repassed just as quickly. 

Finally, the four-way confrontation 
began to break up. Tripes established 
a far-from-secure four-second lead 
over an exciting Howerton/Hannah 
skirmish, and. Weinert began to back 
off the pace. He'd eventually lose three 
spots to finish seventh. 

On lap 18, Hannah finally got back 
around Howerton for the final time. 
In second place, he worked on Tripes, 
shaving only a half-second per lap off 
the lead, which varied from as much 
as 5-10 seconds depending on what 
part of the course the riders were 
clocked. At the checkered flag, Tripes 
was timed at just over six seconds 
ahead of Hannah. Howerton finished 
third, and Jeff Jennings put in an 
excellent performance for fourth place 
on his privateer Suzuki. 

The top three finished 1-1, 2-2 and 
3-3 (Tripes, Hannah and Howerton) 
for identical overall placings. Jennings’ 
7-4 was good for fourth overall, and 
Weinert's 4-7 took fifth. In the second 
moto, places five through 10 read: 
Savitski, Ron Sun, Weinert, Wosick, 
Darren Rhoten and Danny Chandler. 


500cc National 

Team Yamaha's Mike Bell led at the 
start of the first 500cc National moto, 
but his glory was short-lived. Bell 
crashed on the opening lap, and 
Suzuki's Darrell Shultz took over. 

“They had just watered that turn, 
and I didn't know it!” Bell said 
afterwards. “It was just like snot!" 

Right behind Shultz was Kawasaki's 
Gaylon Mosier and Tommy Croft, 
Yamaha's National Champ Rick 
Burgett, a remounted Mike Bell and 
Mickey Kessler. Goat Breker, Denny 
Swartz, Roger Brown and Ross 
Williams wrapped up the top 10. 
Series point standings leader, Suzuki's 
Danny LaPorte, had gotten involved 
in a first lap tangle and rode in 14th 
place. Other eventual overall top 
placers, Team Honda's Marty Smith 
and Gary Semics, rode in 19th and 
20th places. 

Shultz and Mosier banged into each 
other on the third time around, almost 
crashing, but the places stayed the 
same. It wasn't until lap five that the 
top five saw a change when Rick 
Burgett dropped out. 

"Sheared an ignition key," Burgett 
explained later. Tuner Bill West 
repaired the unit so Number One 
could return to action. 

Finally, on lap six, Mosier found a 
line past Shultz and took over the lead. 
Bell was staging a great recovery ride, 
too, and laps six through eight saw a 
tight three-way battle among Shultz, 
Croft and Bell as Bell worked his way 
past the other two. At the halfway 
flags — lap 10 — Bell had reeled in 
Mosier and was.trying to pass. He 
would follow for the entire second half 
of the race, keeping Mosier within 
passing distance, but he couldn't find 
a way past. 

"I should have beat Gaylon," Bell 
said later, "but there was no place to 
pass. When I'd get close, he'd give me

second place behind the eventual 
winner, places three through 10 kept 
changing as fast riders with poor starts 
worked toward the front. When the 
checkered flag came out, Darrell 
Shultz came out ahead of Tommy 
Croft in the race for third. Mickey 
Kessler finished fifth ahead of Goat 
Breker, Danny LaPorte and Marty 
Smith. Parry Klassen and Denny 
Swartz rounded out the top 10. 

It was Burgett and Mosier side by 
side at the start of the second 500cc 
moto, with “Gassin’ Gaylon” getting the 
inside line to take the lead. Not far 
behind were Gary Semics, Darrell 
Shultz and Danny LaPorte. 

Mike Bell had gotten a bad start, 
16th at the end of lap one, and Marty 
Smith and Tommy Croft had fared 
even worse, crossing the line in 16th 
and 32nd at the end of the second lap. 

This time, Mosier made it look easy. 
He gradually pulled away from the 
pack, establishing a 10-second lead by 
the halfway flags, and motored on to 
victory. 

Darrell Shultz got a charge rolling 
from fourth place, and he picked off 
Semics on lap seven, then closed on 


_ Burgetr.two laps later, The, two staged

a brief encounter, then Shultz got past 


and aimed for Mosier — 10 seconds 
ahead — at the halfway mark. 

LaPorte also closed on Gary Semics 
and started pushing, and the pair 
closed on Burgett making it a three- 
way scrap. LaPorte found Semics' 
weak spot on lap 12 and got by. By 
now, Bell had gotten into the swing of 
things and was also making life 
difficult for Semics. 

Three laps later, Burgett crashed — 
he was third at the time — and lost 
three places to LaPorte, Bell (who 
passed Semics at about the same time) 
and Semics. LaPorte then held off 
Bell's pressure for the remainder of the 
moto although the pair closed on 
Shultz near the end. 

““Pass him!’ I was yelling at him 
(LaPorte) to pass Shultz,” Bell said 
later. 


But it didn't happen. Gaylon Mosier 
cruised to an easy-looking win as 
Shultz, LaPorte and Bell crossed the 
finish line in close formation, Fifth 
went to Gary Semics, as Burgett, 
Smith, Arlo Englund, David Williams 
and Mickey Kessler completed the top 
10. : o

Schreiber blasts the 
field for second 
straight Wagner Cup 


win

BUEHLAH, CO, JUNE 17 
Bultaco's Bernie Schreiber blasted the Inter- 
national field of the FIM/AMA-sanctioned 
Wagner Cup observed trials, the U.S. round of 
the World Observed Trials Championship 


runner-up, Honda-mounted Rob 
Shepherd, 61.5-71. 


series. “Bionic Bernie” was nine 
and a half points ahead of the 









Schreiber's victory, combined with a 
sixth-place score by points leader Yrjo 
Vesterinen, and a third placing by 
series runner-up Martin Lampkin, 
tightens up the race for the title 
between the three Bultaco teammates. 
Vesterinen still leads the series with 74 
points, followed by Lampkin (71) and 
Schreiber (69). 

The Wagner Cup Trial, also the 
fourth round of the AMA/NATC 
National Observed Trials Champion- 
ship Series was held at Christmas 
Ranch, a scenic Boy Scout camp 
west .of Pueblo. Most of the 20 sections 
were very rocky, often run through 


gullys. 
In the AMA/NATC portion of the 
competition, Schreiber handily 


defeated Bultaco-mounted Lane 
Leavitt (riding in the National class 
only) and Montesa’s Marland Whaley, 
who at eighth overall in World 
competition, was second American 
behind Schreiber, 

Wiltz Wagner and the Rocky 
Mountain Trials Association ‘hosted 
the Cycle News-sponsored event. 

For the riders entered in the World 
competition, the seven and a half 
mile, 20 section loop was ridden three 
times. Time for the event was six 
hours, plus an hour's grace. At the end 
of the first loop, Schreiber and 
Shepherd were tied for the lead with 
19 points lost apiece.

lost no points was section six, dubbed 
by the RMTA as “Motha and Child.” 
The trap started out in a gully with a 
good climb over a log, and then 
proceeded through the rocks until 
riders were faced with a four-foot pile 
of large rocks and a quick right turn, a 
straight, and a steep climb up a rock 
bank. Schreiber, Montesa's Malcolm 
Rathmell, Montesa-riding American 
Jack Stites, and 17-year-old Belgian 
Eddie Legeune, riding amazingly on a 
200cc Honda, scored cleans on the 
first round. Most of the other top 
riders scored ones or twos in their first 
attempt at this section. 

Senior and Sportsman class riders 
rode sections 1-15, with 16-20 as 
National and World Championship 
class sections only. Laid out nearly 
nose to tail in a gully, they began with 
"The Waterfall," section 16. To get 
out of the section, riders had to 
charge 30 yards through knee deep 
water, and then up an eight foot, 
near-vertical, notched bank. With 
water going down it, of course. 

Section 17 and 18 were a double 
section, called “The. Cave #1 & #2.” 
Seventeen did start out underneath a 
cave formed by an overhanging rock 
ledge, but what the entrants will 
probably remember most about it is 
the wet, slippery rock step exit that 
caught many for fives. Eighteen had a 
pool of water and a selection of off- 
camber rock slabs littering the exit

line. One method, the one most often 
used by National class riders, was to 
skirt the pool and aim the bike 
through a notch in the rocks and then 
up a long rock slab, sitting lower than 
the one next to it. This route usually 
resulted in scrambling, paddling 
threes. The other route; used by most 
of the World class riders, was to blast 
through the pool, up onto an off. 
camber rock slab, then to skip across 
three more slabs to the exit. This route 
was fine for many until the first rock 
got wet and riders would find 
themselves slipping backwards and 
sideways when their tires generated all 
the friction of formica on ice. 

Sections 19 and 20, also a double 
section, were very rocky. Nineteen was 
a straight charge up a rock slide, with 
the rocks ranging from the size of 
basketballs to the size of home air 
conditioning units. Twenty featured 
tight turns through the rocks and a 
four foot rock step just before the exit. 
Probably the loudest thing that 
happened all day was the applause for 
reigning World Champion Yrjo 
Vesterinen, when he fought his way 
through on the third and final round 
for double cleans, the only rider to do 
so all day. One person who saw the 
effort said that near the end of 20, 
Vesty was really fighting to keep his 
clean. “Go see his bike. Look at the 
fingerprints 
handlebars.” 


embedded in the 


The second loop was where 
Schreiber really shined. He only 
picked up 17 points — lowest score of 
the day — while Shepherd slipped to a 
24. 


Probably the only real drama for 
Schreiber occurred on the third loop 
while attempting section six. His rear 
tire went flat in the section, and after 
riding it, he had to make a beeline for 
the pits — fortunately nearby — and 
change the rear wheel. His last loop 
score climbed to 24, and combined 
with a 1,5-point penalty for finishing 
15 minutes into his grace period, gave 
him his 61.5 score. 


"I've been practicing like hell," said 
Bernie when asked about his 
domination of the event. Schreiber 
will appear at the next two 
AMA/NATC events in Texas, and then 
leave for Europe, where he is 
scheduled to ride in an indoor trial, 
along with Lampkin and Rathmell. 
The World Observed Trials Champion- 
ship Series resumes July 15 in Italy. 


England's Shepherd was consistent 
on his last two loops, posting 25 point 
scores on each which, along with 2 
points in time penalty, added up to 71. 
Lampkin, the former World and 
current British trials champion, 
incurred no penalty points, but his 25- 
24-28 scores added up to 77. Rathmell 
posted a 24-29-26 score with 2.4 points 
in time penalty giving him an 81.4

score. Fellow Montesa rider Ulf 
Karlson was close behind with 83. 
Vesterinen was saddled by a 37-point 
second loop; his score was 92. Belgian 
Jean-Marie Legeune (Mon) was 
seventh at 104.8, barely edging 
Marland Whaley, who posted a 105. 
Whaley said after the event that his 
bike had had difficulty with water. 
"Everytime it'd get in the water, it'd 
quit. It's sealed everywhere — I don't 
know what the problem is." 

In the National class, riders rode the 
loop twice, with a time limt of five 
hours plus an hour's grace. Riders who 
were entered simultaneously in the 
World class, were scored on the basis 
of their first two laps. Schreiber's 19- 


17 scores mounted up' to an 
unbeatable 36-point total. Lane 
Leavitt, who didn’t have an 


international license and was riding 
only in the National class, posted 
loop scores of 22 and 30 plus a 2.3 time 
penalty to finish second with 54.3. (His 
first loop score of 22 was bettered only 
by Schreiber and Shepherd.) Lane had 
some problems when he bent a fork 
tube on the 13th section of the second 
loop, but still his hot first loop enabled 
him to beat Whaley, who had a 30-31 
score. 

Jack Stites (Mon) was doing double 
duty in the World and National 
classes. He ran into problems on his 
last loop when he was forced to wait in 
lines of riders before several sections. 


In front of a large audience, Marland Whaley tackles section six. 
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This prevented him from finishing 
within his hour's grace in the World 
class, but he did take fourth in the 
National. 

In the Senior class, Washington's 
Bud Mylerberg's (Bul) 80-point total 
was good for first place; beating Mike 
McCabe's 93. Ron Fields won the 
Sportsman class, topping ' Keith 
McLaughlin and Tom Foy. s
